Gov. Martin H. Glynn called upon the 
Menibers of the Chamber of Commerce 
at the 145th annual dinner last night in 
the Waldorf-Astoria to enlist with him 
under the banner of efficiency and 
economy to give the State a business 
administration. With upraised hand 
and in a ringing voice that reached 
évery corner of the grand ballroom, he 
Pledged himself to the welfare of the 
people. Then he asked for volunteers, 
saying that it was his intention, if the 
business men would stand by him, to 
appoint a commission of from fifteen 
to twenty-five from their membership 
to make a thorough investigation of all 
State departments with the end in view 
of »ringing about a thorough reorgan- 
ization which would place them on a 
business basis. 

Joseph H. Choate, who followed the 
Governor, told Mr. Glynn to take his 
pick and that every man selected would 
serve. 

“T'll take you all,’’ the Governor re- 


plied. 

Gov. Glynn said he believed that many 
hundreds of thousands of dollars could 
be saved in this way. 

“T have no ambition at present, ex- 


rept to serve the people of New York,” | Four Sighted 


he said. ‘‘ Help me to put the roads 
and the canais on a good basis; help 
me to do away with sinecures, and, 


though I go out of office on Jan. 1, 1915, 
I will go out content that I have done 
something for my fellow-men.”

Glynn's frank 
and determined address, which seemed 
to be generally taken as another slap 
at Tammany politics and Murphyism, 
evoked a great outburst of applause.

Major Gen. Thomas H. Barry, U. S. A., 
and Charles R. Miller. The baltroom was 
decorated with American flags and 
banners bearing the seals of all of the 
States. 

In his preliminary remarks Mr. Claflin 
said in part: 

“We come together this evening in a 
spirit ot cnastened thanksgiving. We 
have heard of crop failures throughout 
the country; we have been threatened 
with severe business depression; 
have noted the dangers of international 
finance, and we have feared that war 
clouds—European, Oriental, and Ameri- 


can—might indirectly or directly result | 


in storm to us. But we come now to 


this Nov. 20 with 90 per cent. of our 
average national crops assured, with 
business proceedings about as usual, 


with tne conditions of international and 
national finance gradually improving, 
and with the prospect of general peace, 
except in Mexico, becoming more favor- 
able throughout the world. And so we 
rejoice on our own account with a 
somewhat qualified joy.”

Gov. Glynn was then introduced, and 
opened his address by asserting that he 
was greatly honored in being invited. It

‘“‘ And,” he said, ‘‘as Governor of this 
State, I pledge to-night every atom of 
energy I have and every scintilla of 
gray matter in my head to aid honestly 
the business interests of this great Em- 
pire State.” : 

Gov. Glynn then compared himself 
with Wouter Van Twiller, who was de- 
scribed by Washington Irving in the 
Knickerbocker History of New York. 

‘*T intend to be an old-fashioned Gov— 
ernor—like Van Twiller—in some re- 
spects,’’ said Mr. Glynn. ‘Like Van 
Twiller, I am for reflection before ac- 
tion, for consultations before decision, 
for deliberation before agitation, even 
if such an old-fashioned policy derpives 
me of political advertisement or news- 
paper headlines. 

“‘Unlike Van Twiller, however, I am 
going to make up my mind once in a 
while about some things; but just be- 
cause I happen to be Governor I wil not 
presume to assert that people who make 
up their minds differently should be out- 
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on Saturday.

COOLER WEATHER COMING 


But There Have Been Few Novem- 
ber Days So Warm as Yesterday. 


Forecaster Scarr at the United States 
Weather Bureau said that the tempera- 
ture yesterday in New York was at one 
time 70 degrees which was the’ highest 
recorded on Nov. 20 since the bureau 
was established in 1872. 

“There have been warmer days in the 
month of November,” he said, ‘‘ and 
the temperature nas gone as high as 
74 on two or three occasions, but not 
on Nov. 20. The nearest to that mark 
was 72 degrees on Nov. 21, 1900. When 
asked if the warm weather was likely 
to continue Mr. Scarr said that it would 
be colder to-day with rain to-morrow.

WIRELESS WARNS OF BERGS. 


in Lanes of West- 
Bound Atlantic Liners. 


Icebergs have appeared in the lanes of 
westbound Atlantic liners four weeks 
earlier than usual. The Captain of the 
Hamburg-American steamship Pennsyl- 
vania reported to the United States Hy- 
drographic Office, in Broad Street, yes- 
terday by wireless that he had sighted 
three such bergs, The message was 
transmitted through the Cunard liner 
Laconia, bound tor Boston. These bergs 
were in latitude 45:04 north and longi- 
tude 47:27 west, and were described as 
heing 100 feet long and 30 feet high. 

Another iceberg, 150 feet long and 50 
feet high, was sighted by the Captain 
of the steamship Bristol City, west- 
bound from Bristol to New York, in lat- 
itude 45:45 and longitude 48:09, 

There has been a quantity of ice seen 
this Summer in the Gulf of St. Law- 
rence and three vessels have been in 
collision with icebergs, but this is the 
first ice reported in the Atlantic lanes 
on the New York route from Europe 
since early Summer.

Will Question McGuire About 
Mysterious Conference Over 
Road Specifications. 





District Attorney Charles S. Whitman 
is taking a good deal of interest in a 


mysterious conference which, according 
to the reports which have reached him, 
was held in Cooperstown on July 5 last. 
When George H. McGuire takes the stand 
this afternoon at the resumption of the 
John Doe inquiry into the Hennessy 
charges of graft in State contracts it 
is expected that Mr. Whitman at once 
will question him about this conference: 
When Mr. McGuire was on the stand 
on Wednesday he acknowledged that he 
was in Cooperstown ‘‘ during the Sum- 
mer,’ but he denied that he met Will- 
iam Sulzer or John N. Carlisle there. 

According to the information in pos- 
session of Mr. Whitman the conference, 
which, it is said, was held at the 
Berkeley-Waiontha Hotel, reached 
portant decisions regarding the use on 
State roads of materials furnished by 
the Barber Asphalt Paving Company of 
Philadelphia. According to the District 
Attorney’s informants, William Sulzer, 
State Highway Commissioner Carlisle, 
James K. McGuire, and George H. Mc- 
Guire attended this conference. 

On the day after this conference, ac- 
cordling to.Mr. Whitman's information, 
word 
reached thirty contractors on State 
roads that they must not use “liquid” 
asphalt in their work. This order, it was 
said, shut out asphalt which had been 
sold to these thirty contractors by the 
Warner-Quinlan 
New York, a competitor of the Barber 
Asphalt Company.

Our asphalt comes from Mexico 
and is a liquid asphalt. The word 
‘solid’ was inserted in the road speci- 
fications before Sulzer became Govern-

Nominee for Russian Embassy 
Said to Have Wanted Post- 
masters as His Agents.

WIN FIGHT FOR CHEAP COAL. 


Flushing Women Get Their Supply 


at $6 a Ton. 
Mrs. Bryson Burroughs, the woman 
sculptor; Mrs. R. M. Littlejohn, Mrs. 
Cornelia Hamilton, and other women 


who are prominent in Flushing became 
coal dealers yesterday to demonstrate 
that the middlemen make unreasonable 
profits. Their efforts have met with 
success, and when Mrs. Littlejohn, the 
Secretary of the movement, compiled 
the cost of the coal put in the fires of 
those co-operating in the purchase of 
fuel, she found that they nad obtained it 
for $6 a ton. The retailers in Flushing 
charge $7.25 a ton. 


‘“‘T am gratified that we have demon- 
strated that the retail dealers were 
charging exorbitant prices,’’ said Mrs. 
Hamilton yesterday. ‘' We were ham- 
pered on every side by the coal dealers, 
especially by one whose place of busi- 
ness is near the yard where we obtained 
our supply. That man wanted to 
charge us 15 cents a tun to weigh the 
coal on his scales. Of course he had a 
right to do that, but when we saw how 
he felt about it we made arrangements 
with the local manager of an ice com- 
pany and got a rate of 10 cents a load, 
or less than 5 cents a ton. 

“Why, those who did not want us to 
succeed complained to the officials of 
the Department of Weights and Meas-— 
ures against us, but they did not get any 
satisfaction. They found that the scales 
we were weighing our coal on gave to 
the consumer fifty pounds more to the 
ton than the scales of the coal dealer,’’ 

Five hundred tons were contained in 
the barge which was unloaded for the 
co-operative buyers yesterday. The coal 
was brought direct from Pennsylvania.

Coupons Can't Be Held. 





AGENTS HAD NO TITLE 





Bankers Advanced Money on Se- 
curity Which Borrower Didn’t 
Own, Opera Director Says. 





At 10 o’clock this morning the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Board of Directors 


of the Metropolitan '[rust Company will 


meet to consider the advisability of re- 
turning forthwith to Tyson & Co. or to 
persons holding receipts for them, the 
operatickets hypothecated with the trust 
company as security for a loan of $100,- 
000.’ J. M.R. Lyeth of the firm of Carter, 
Ledyard & Milburn, counsel for the Met- 
ropolitan Trust Company, will attend 
the meeting and will present to the Di- 
rectors reasons why the tickets should 
be turned over without deiay to the 
ticket agency. 

This information was confirmed last 
night by a Director of the Metropolitan 
Opera Company. The Director said to a 
reporter for THy New York TIMES that 
the developments in the inquiry which 
is being made before Magistrate Duell 
had shown that the Metropolitan Trust 
Company had no right to retain the 
tickets. He said that he was uncertain 
whether the tickets would be returned 
to Tyson & Co. or to the patrons of that 
agency who held receipts for the seats. 

‘““The Metropolitan Trust Company,” 
he said, ‘‘is in the position of any 
banking concern which has wittingly or 
unwittingly advanced a loan upon se- 
curity to which the negotiator of the 
loan had no title. It is an axiom in law 
that no title can pass save from the 
legal owner of property. Tyson & Co. 
have no title to these tickets. It has 
been shown conclusively .from the re- 
ceipts held by the patrons of that con- 
cern that title to 95 per cent. of the 
seats had passed to the sub-subscribers 
before the subscripfion list of the Met- 
ropolitan Opera management was closed 
on Oct. 15. 

Trust Company Can’t Hold Tickets. 


‘*In the case of a large percentage of 
the seats involved in the transaction, 
title had actually passed months before 
Tyson & Co. negotiated the loan of 
$100,000 for which the tickets were hy- 
Pothecated with the trust company. 
Whether. the trust company had. cogni- 
zance of the true facts concerning those 
seats is a disputed point. Certainly, 
however, the trust ‘company had full 
knowledge of the manner in which the 
ticket agency expected to dispose of the 
tickets, even if it is granted that the 
Directors of the Metropolitan Trust 


Company supposed full title to lie in 
Tyson & Co. on the date of delivery. 

“The Metropolitan Opera House man- 
agement must decline to pull anybody's 
burned chestnuts out of the fire. We 
are absolutely free from responsibility 
in this transaction. The young man in 
our box office who delivered the tickets 
to Mr. Hartman, the President of Tyson 
& Co., is absolutely honest and pains- 
taking. He should have shown better 
discretion and have insisted upon a cer- 
tified check before allowing the tickets 
to leave the box office. It was such an 
error of judgment as can be excused 
easily. I want to say that such a mis- 
take will never be made again by any 
representative of the Metropolitan Opera 
House management. In the future no 
tickets will leave the box office until 
they have been paid for either in actual 
cash or by a certified check. 

‘“‘T have been informed from a source 
which leaves no doubt in my mind as 
to the credibility of the statement that 
every subscriber through Tyson & Co. 
to season opera tickets will receive 
those tickets on or before next Monday 
night, the beginning of the second week 
of the season. This will clarify the 
situation and will relieve the Metropoli- 
tan Opera Company's Directors of a 
serious embarrassment. We are natur- 
ally anxious that our patrons who have 
held season seats, whether thev ap- 
peared as subscribers on our books or 
obtained their seats through an agency, 
should be protected in their rights.

Opera Company Not Involved. 


“The controversy, therefore, while it 
must involve the mention of the Met- 
ropolitan Opera Company, is really be- 
tween Tyson & Co. and the Metropoli- 
tan Trust Company and the clients of 
the ticket agency who have been de- 


prived of their tickets. If Tyson & Co. 
obtained its loan from the Metropolitan 
Trust Company through misrepresenta- 
tion, then the latter company has re- 
course to both civil and criminal action 
in law. If the trust company made the 
loan with full knowledge or partial 
knowledge of the existing facts then 
it committed a grave indiscretion. In 
either case the trust company has but 
one logical course to pursue, it must 
restore tickets to the rightful owners 
and must remunerate those patrons who 
were compelled to pay a second time 
for their seats.”’

RECORD MAIL ON MAJESTIC. 


White Star Liner’s Consignment 
Weighs More Than 155 Tons. 


The White Star Line’s steamship Ma- 
jestic will arrive this morning from 
Southampton, Cherbourg, and Queens- 
town with 5,802 sacks of mail, which, ac- 
cording to an official of the Foreign 
Mails Office, is the largest consignment 
ever landed in New York by one steamer.

The 
two Post Office tenders will be sent to 
meet the ship at Sandy Hook probably, 
if the weather is fine. 


FILLS BURLESON’S LARDER. 


Parcel Post Brings Many Food Gifts 
to Postmaster General.

| characterizes the American policy. 
| The official explanation of Dr. Will- 
| iam Bayard Hale's mission to Consti- 
tutionalist headquarters across. the 
| frontier from Nogales, Ariz., is that he 
went merely to find out “‘ what was in 
| the minds”’ of Gen. Carranza and his 
| Cabinet. It was explained to-day that 
| he carried no proposals and was not 
| instructed to map out any plan of co- 
| operation with the rebels or to make a 
demand upon them in return for recog- 
nition or other favors from the United 
States. To this explanation was added 
the comment that the refusal of Gen. 
Carranza to answer certain categorical 
questions put by Dr. Hale in no wise 
lessened the information he had ac- 
quired, as that was to come through 
his own eyes and not through such 
communications as the rebel leaders 
might choose to make. 

All this is taken unofficially to Mean 
that Dr. Hale's mission was a failure, 
and his failure, taken in connection 
with the wide publicity given recently 
to Constitutionalist outrages, is thought 
to account for the policy, alreafily ex- 
Plained, of waiting for the end without 
actively assisting the rebels.

Welcomes the British Cruisers. 


The President does not interpret the 
sending of two British cruisers to the 
Mexican coast as a sign of British im- 
patience. He feels rather that their 
presence will relieve the American 
Squadron, divided between Vera Cruz 
and Tuxpam, of the grave responsibil- 
ity of guarding English rights in a ter- 
ritory where evidently the rebels are 
very hostile to every one connected with 
Lord Cowdray’s holdings. It was at 
first reported that three British cruisers 
would go to Vera Cruz, but the British 
Embassy explained to-day that the State 
Department had been informed yester- 
day that only two cruisers were going— 
one to Tampico, near Tuxpam, and one 
to Puerto Mexico, south of Vera Cruz 

The British oil interests, which ten 
days ago seemed likely to be threat- 
ened by the approach of the revolu- 
tionists to Tampico, have again been 
thrust into the foreground of the Mex- 
{can situation. The request made then 
by representatives of the British oil 
syndicate has now been formally re- 
newed through an appeal by Lord Cow- 
dray, in London, to Ambassador Page. 
To-day the State Department received 
the Ambassador’s dispatch conveying 
the wish that the United States afford 
all possible protection to the oil prop- 
erties at Tampico, Tuxpam, and in the 
oilfields inland which are threatened 
by rebel leaders for the purpose of 
levying tribute for the Carranza Gov- 
ernment. While Great Britain and other 
foreign powers nave expressed their 
willingness to rely upon the United 
States for protection, practically all the 
European powers have ships in Mexican 
waters to look after their citizens and 
their property interests. It is known 
that no agreement for a concert of ac- 
tion or the landing of a joint force has 
been reached or broached. The British 
ships will probably be commanded by 
Captains who will act under independ- 
ent orders from the home Government. 

Some slight anxiety arose to-day In 
navy circles as to this move on the part 
of Great Britain because of the possi- 
Sility of confusion in the matter of rank. 
tf an Admiral were sent in command of 
the British ships he would rank Rear 
Admiral Fletcher, and in the remote 
ontingency of an expeditionary force 
real friction might ensue. 


Oil Properties Are Threatened. 


That there is some immediate peril to 
the oil tanks at Tampico and Tuxpam 
was indicated by the information from 
Rear Admiral Fletcher that at the re- 


quest of Rear Admiral Boush he had 
sent the battleship New Hampshire to 
Tuxpam. This movement was made 
without instruction from Washington 
and without the knowledge of the Wash- 
ington authorities until after the New 
Hampshire was on her way. The Louis- 
iana is already at Tuxpam, and there 
was keen speculation to-day to under- 
stand why the New Hampshire was also 
needed there unless some impending dan- 
ger to the oil works was threatened. The 
New Hampshire had started for Tuxpam 
before the State Department received no- 
tice that the British vessels were being 
sent, or that Lord Cowdray had asked 
for protection by this Government of 
his oil properties in Mexico. The Ne- 
braska and the cruiser Wheeling are at 
Tampico, the Rhode Island, Michigan, 
New Jersey, Chester, and the Tacoma 
are at Vera Cruz, 

Secretary Bryan said to-day that he 
had communicated to the Navy Depart- 
inent the request of Lord Cowdray that 
his properties be protected by the United 
States forces in Mexican waters. The 
communication was telegraphed to Ad- 
miral Fletcher last night, Admiral 
letcher has already been instructed by 
Secretary Daniels as to his authority 
tor landing marines or bluejackets to 
protect Americans or foreigners and 
their property. Secretary Bryan said 
to-day that he did not care to say 
whether instructions had been sent to 
Admiral Fletcher to land a force to 
guard the oil properties. From the nat- 
ure of the property to be protected and 
the fact that the oil tanks might be set 
on fire by a very small force of irre- 
sponsible men, it is believed that Ad- 
miral Fletcher, through the United 
States Consular officials, is keeping a 
careful watch. Some of the oil proper- 
ties are several miles inland, and a pro- 
tecting force could not reach them, even 
if unopposed. in less than a day’s march. 

The British oil interests in Mexico 
under the control of Lord Cowdray are 
eentred at Tampico under the name of 
the Compania Mexico de Petrolea el 
Aguila, better known as the Mexican 
Magle Oil Company, which also has 
refineries at Tuxpam. While these in- 
ierests are British owned, most of the 
‘mployes of the company at Tampico 
and Tuxpam, it is said here, are Ameri- 
cans. Dr. Charles Willard Haves, well 
known in Washington by reason of his 
rwenty-four years of service with the 
'"nited States Geological Survey, is First 
Vice President and General Manager of 
rhe Aguila Company at Tampico. Dr. 
iiayes was chief geologist of the United 
“tates Geological Survey on Oct. 16, 
Til, when he resigned his post under 
be Government to become the General 
Manager in charge of the Cowdray oil 
interests, with headquarters at Tam- 
meo.,

The British cruisers going to 
Puerto Mexico and Tuxpam are moder- 
?tely fast ships, and will make 18 knots 
or more, probably reaching their desti- 
nation by Saturday night. 

When the British and Japanese cruis- 
ers, now en their way, reach Mexican 

aters, the foreign powers will be rep- 
esented there by seven war vessels, 
while the United States already has 
‘ifteen ships of various tonnages off the 
two coasts. There are two German 
cruisers—the Hertha and the Bremen— 
at Vera Cruz, and one small vessel, the 
Nuernberg, is on the Pacific Coast. 

The British will have two cruisers— 
the Berwick and the Lancaster—on the 
‘tiantic side by to-morrow, while the 
whole West Indian Squadron is within 
‘asy_call. France has sent the battle- 
-hip Condé to Vera Cruz, and the Japa- 

ip cruiser, Izumo, is sailing for Ma- 
catian. 

No estimate is obtainable here of the 
“umber of foreigners left in Mexico. 
The State Department consistently de- 
lines to make public the number even 
of Americans in the danger zone. Un- 
official statements, however, have been 
made that 1,500 Americans were in the 
City. of Mexico, while a _ still larger 
number is thought to be scattered 
through the country. ‘Thousands of 
foreigners of all nationalities have left 
the country, but when the German Min- 
ister recently advised the exodus of his 
eountrymen it was estimated that many 
hundreds of them were still in their col- 
onies.

HUERTA GUARDED 
AS CONGRESS OPENS 


Diplomats’ Attendance Held by 
Mexicans to Disprove Agree- 
ment with Us. 


LITTLE ENTHUSIASM SHOWN 


Legislators Listen Soberly to Justl- 
fleation of Dissolution of 
Previous Chamber.

MEXICO CITY, Nov. 20.—Guarded 
by troops which lined the avenues of 
approach to the Chamber of Deputies 
and with a personal escort of his 
crack regiment, the Twenty-ninth, 
President Huerta this evening en- 
tered the Chamber to address the 
newly convoked Congress. 

Practically no applause greeted him 
until a member from Jalisco started a 
cheer by shouting: ‘‘ Long live the de- 
fender of our national dignity!” 

Thereupon cheers broke forth in the 
galleries, and some from the floor. 

President Huerta occupied the place 
at the left of Sefior Tamariz, the 
Speaker, Gen. Blanquet, who in ac- 
cordance with usage, should have been 
on the floor of the House, having a 
seat at the President’s left. Blanquet 
wore no sword, thus complying with 
the regulation of the Chamber that no 
side arms are allowed. He wore his 
uniform, however, with an empty 
sceabbard. 

At the back of the platform sat the 
members of Gen. Blanquet’s staff and 
such members of Gen. Huerta’s staff 
as had not been elected to the Cham- 
ber. 

President Huerta took about ten 
minutes to read his message, which 
was not applauded until he had fin- 
ished. 

Speaker Tamariz answered in a 
speech about three minutes long. He 
was applauded when he acclaimed 
“the defender of the national dignity, 
President Huerta,” and said that the 
Chamber was with the President when 
he was acting in this rdle. 

The whole session passed off with- 
out any commotion, all the members 
being attentive, but undemonstrative. 
The absence of all the Catholic Party 
members with the exception of Tama- 
riz was noticeable. It is understood 
that he intended to plead illness, but 
was warned against such action. It is 
believed that the consequences might 
have been serious if he had refused to 
attend the session. 

All the members of the Diplomatic 
Corps of any importance were present 
except Nelson O’Shaughnessy, the 
American Chargé. Mr. O’Shaughnes- 
sy received instructions from his 
Government some time ago not to at- 
tend the opening of Congress. The 
attendance of the other members was 
commented upon by politicians and 
officials here, who say that this indi- 
cates that Europe 1s not supporting 
the American policy. 


No Street Demonstration for Huerta 
Dispatch to the Associated Press, 


MEXICO CITY, Nov. 20.—-Guarded 
by Federal troops, who lined the 


streets between the National Palace 
and the Chamber of Deputies, Presi- 


dent Huerta early this evening en- 
tered the building in which his new 
Congress was convened in joint ses- 
sion, awaiting the delivery of his 
long-expected message. The crowds 
in the streets were small and un- 
demonstrative. 

His face showing none of that 
whimsical humor which sometimes 
characterizes its expression, the Pres- 
ident read his message to the newly 
elected Senators and Deputies. Few 
Mexican Presidents have read at the 
formal opening sessions of Congress 
shorter communications, and few 
have confined themselves so closely to 
one subject. 

The document was nothing more 
than a brief explanation of his motives 
for dissolving the old Congress, most 
of the members of which are now in 
the penitentiary, accused of sedition. 

In his reply to the message, the 
President of the Chamber, Sefior 
Tamariz, assured Gen. Huerta of the 
whole-hearted co-operation of Con- 
gress. 

“Tf ever there should reign in Con- 
gress a patriotic ideal,” he said, ‘it 
ought to predominate now as never 
before, and above all other senti- 
ment.” 

To the Congress he said: 

“Without doubt upon your work 
depends largely that the country with 
the aid of its good sons should make 
a supreme effort in order not to fall 
in the ruin and humiliation which 
threaten it. On this account, you come 
here animated by the purest patriot- 
ism, prepared to lay aside ambitions, 
personal interests, and even political 
resentments and rancor in order to 
work unitedly for a supreme ideal— 
the preservation of our nationality.” 


Promises Backing to President. 


In that part of his address, directed 
to President Huerta, he said: 

“You have made a call upon the 
patriotism of the Senators and Dep- 
uties composing the Congress. I be- 
lieve I interpret faithfully the ideas 
and purposes of the members of both 
houses in assuring you that all are 
resolved to comply with their duty, 
and that love for the fatherland will 
be the sentiment that will inspire and 
govern us in our proceedings. ee 

“We should above all work for con- 


ciliation and concord, making a con- 
stant effort within the province of our 
action to bring about union and peace, 
not only within our own assemblies, 
but also throughout the whole repub- 
lic, and were we not disposed to ac- 


complish a really national work, we 
should not have responded to your 
call. 

“Mr. President, you have taken the 
oath and have solemnly promised to 
place the national dignity above every 


ambition and paltry interest. In this 


course we shali always be with you. |

You may depend upon our decided co- 
operation in your noble and supreme 
effort to preserve the integrity and 
autonomy of the nation which you 
have maintained to this day. 

“You may. depend also upon our 
assistance in all the efforts you may 
make toward the work of peace and 
the unification of all Mexicans.” 

Not all the Congressmen were pres- 
ent. Twenty-seven of them failed to 
put in an appearance, and most of 
these were members of the Catholic 
Party, to which Tamariz belongs. It 
had been announced that the Catholic 
members had held a meeting and de- 
cided not to participate in the session, 
and ‘this gave rise to the baseless ru- 
mor that the Speaker himself would 
not preside. 

The new Congress showed many 
faces familiar during the days of Por- 
firlio Diaz—so many that the exiled 
ruler would have felt entirely at home, 
had he stepped into the Chamber. 

The Congress is composed for the 
most part of a quiet lot of men, rep- 
resentative of the older and more con- 
servative element, and Gen. Huerta 
appeared to realize this while reading 
to them his message in a grim, 
straightforward manner, such as had 
not been observed in ‘the Chamber in 
recent years. 

Gen. Huerta drove from the Palace 
to the Chamber through files of sol- 
diers, most of whom were detailed 
from the crack Twenty-ninth Regi- 
ment, whose men participated in the 
coup d’état at the Palace in February. 
He entered the building, while the 
bands were playing the national air. 

President a Stern Figure. 


Acknowledging the plaudits and 
vivas of the Congressmen and specta- 
tors, as he mo/ed down the alsle, by a 
series of military salutes, instead of 
the grave bows which characterized 
his old chief, Porfirio Diaz, Gen. Huer- 
ta looked a stern figure. Like the 
Congressmen, he was in evening 
clothes, the only touch of rank being 
the tri-color across his breast. 

The only country not represented 
was the United States. Nelson 
O'Shaughnessy, the Chargé 4@’Affaires, 
acting under instructions, was absent 
from the session. 

Sir Lionel Carden, the British Min- 
ister, was a few minutes late, and his 
delay in arriving gave rise to the 
rumor that he, too, had been instructed 
to absent himself. 

It was a carefully selected audience. 
Tickets were necessary for admission 
to the building, and part of the space 
was occupied by police and plain 
clothes men. There were a few empty 
chairs. 

In the entire audience there were 
perhaps ten women, but none repre- 
sentative of the city’s fashionable ele- 
ment, in contrast to the days when 
the women of high society planned 
long ahead of time to obtain seats. 

A technical violation of the law 
created comment. Gen. Huerta’s 
staff filed in, wearing side arms. It 
is specifically provided that no armed 
soldiers shall ever appear on the floor 
of the House, and custom has or- 
dained that officers, appearing in uni- 
form, must do so with empty scab- 
bards. 

But the swords in evidence at the} 
sides of the members of Gen. Huer- 
ta’s staff appeared to emphasize the 
fact that this is a military adminis- 
tration. 

Outside the building, throughout the 
session, a_ strong force of soldiers 
guarded all the approaches; patrols 
rode the streets for several blocks 
around, and still other troops were 
stationed in small detachments further 
out. 

The Congress held a short prelimi- 
nary session before the arrival of Pro- 
visional President Huerta, when the 
Speaker, Eduardo Tamariz, formerly 
Minister of Public Instruction, form- 
ally declared open the second period of 
the twenty-sixth Mexican Congress. 

Sefior Tamariz is the Catholic Deputy 
whose nomination as Minister of Pub- 
lic Instruction by Provisional Presi- 
dent Huerta was opposed by the Lib- 
eral Party in the last Congress and 
this opposition was cited by Gen. 
Huerta in his previous defense of his 
action in dissolving Congress as one 
of the contributory causes to the step 
he had taken. His selection as Speak- 
er {is regarded as a further rebuke to 


the Deputies of the old Congress im- 
prisoned by Huerta. 


Still Think He May Resign. 

It is regarded here to-day as not en- 
tirely impossible that Provisional 
President Huerta, after having, 
through the ratification of the new 
Congress, relieved himself from the 


danger of being called to account for 
his acts by some future Administra- 
tion, might be brought to the point of 
self-elimination through the efforts of 
the foreign powers supporting the 
United States Government. 

The Provisional President is said by 
those believed to be in a position to 
know to have been persuaded that he 
must resign and to have named Man- 
uel Garza Aldape, former Minister of 
the Interior, as the man he desired to 
succeed him, when the insistence of 
John Lind, the personal representative 
of President Wilson, upon the aboli- 
tion of the new Congress caused him 
to change his attitude and reject the 
idea of resigning. 

Mr. O'Shaughnessy, the American 
Chargé, stated early to-day that he 
had not received any fresh indication 
from the State Department at Wash- 
ington as to his future action.

CALLED CARRANZA’S BLUFF. 


Hale Did Not Ask Him to Return 
for New Negotiations.

NOGALES, Ariz., Nov. 20.—It has 
leaked out to-night that Gen. Carran- 
za’s ball and two days’ sojourn at Mag- 
dalena had purposes other than those of 
fulfilling social obligations, It is assert- 
ed on the authority of a Mexican of- 
ficial here, who was not speaking for 
publication, that the plan was to remain 
within easy reach of Nogales in the 
hope, if not the expectation, that Will- 
jam B. Hale would make overtures for 
the Constitutionalist leader’s return to 
conference. In other words, Gen. Car- 
ranza made a bluff, and Dr. sale 
called It. 


Americans arriving 
Empalme, near Guaymas, which is 
within the Federal lines, report that 
W. E. Felix, an American citizen and 
employe of the railroad, who left Em- 
palme for this place several days ago, 
was arrested by Constitutionalist sol- 
diers on reaching their lines, and is 
still incarcerated on the charge of fir- 
ing upon the rebels. Felix’s friends say 
that the charge is ridiculous, and is 
only a pretext to hold him because he 
is a half-breed, his mother being a 
Mexican. They have succeeded in get- 
ting his case before the American Con- 
sul at Hermosillo, Louis Hostetter, who 
is_taking steps to help Felix. 

It is also reported on the same au- 
thority that Gen. Ojeda’s Federal forces 
at and near Guaymas are throwing up 
intrenchments and otherwise preparing 
for holding the city. It is said that they 
are far from demoralized, as recently 
reported from Constitutionalist sources. 


MAGDALENA, Sonora, Nov. 20.— 
Gen. Carranza stayed in this little town 
to-night and purposes to leave here 
early to-morrow for Hermosillo. After 
a short stop there he intends to pro- 
ceed south and enter upon a vigorous 
campaign in Sinaloa. 

Gen. Gilberto Camacho, commander of 
the Constitutionalist forces in Puebla, 
reported campaign progress. to Gen. 
Carranza to-night. He said he had 
8,000 men in the field, had taken eight 
towns, and was preparing to lay siege 
to Mexico City when revolutionists from 
other States supplied support. 

In an official report Gen. Francisco 
Villa said he had executed only seven 
Federal officers captured last week in 
Juarez, 


DOUGLAS, Ariz., Nov. 20.—The rea- 
son for Gen. Carranza’s abrupt depart- 
ure from Nogales was that Dr. William 
Bayard Hale proposed that the Consti- 
tutionalists lay down their arms and 
submit to an election being held, ac- 
cording to Constitutionalists here. Gen. 
Carranza, they said to-day, realized 
that it was impossible to comply with 
these conditions and left Nogales with- 
out seeking further negotiations looking 
toward recognition of the rebels by the 
American Government. 


BROWNSVILLE, Texas, Nov. 20.— 
Demoralized Federal troops, driven out 
of Victoria, the capital of Tamaulipas, 
when the Constitutionalists captured 
that city on Tuesday, were again cn- 
countered by rebels yesterday between 
Tula and Tamnico and defeated in a 
one-sided battle, with a loss of thirty 
killed and forty-five captured, accord- 
ing to official reports received at Mat- 
amoras, Mexico, to-day from Gen. Pablo 
Gonzalvs, the rebel commander. 

Gen. Gonzales said that Gen. Aguilar 
and Gen. Arzamendi, commanders of 
the defeated Federals, had abandoned 
their troops and were fleeing to Tam- 
pico. 

Gonzales also reported that he was 
preparing for a simultaneous attack 
upon two cities, one of which is be- 
lieved to be Tampico.

SAYS N. 0. WINTER 


Cheaper to Pay All American 
Losses Than to Send 
Troops to Mexico. 


REBELS’ AIMS DESCRIBED 


Cabrera Says the Constitutionalists 
Plan to Develop a Mid- 
die Class. 


WORCESTER, Mass., Nov, 20.—‘‘ In- 
tervention should not even be thought of 
by the United States,” said Nevin O. 
Winter, author of several books on 
Latin-American countries, in addressing 


the Clark University Conference on 
Latin-America to-day on ‘‘ The Funda- 
mental Causes of the Present Situation 
in, Mexico.” 

‘From a standpoint of dollars and 
cents,’ he added, ‘it would be cheaper 
for Uncle Sam to reimburse al] losses 
Sustained by Americans than to incur 
the expense that intervention would in- 
volve.”’ 

Mr. Winter expressed the opinion that 
the present disturbed condition of 
Mexico ‘is probably the final transition 
—the dawn of a new era.” 

“The paroxysms now shaking the 
country jn rebellions and treacheries,” 
he said, ‘mean the recovery of Mexico 
ultimately to peace and prosperity. A 
strong man must arise, a leader of 
enough force of character to draw the 
people to him.and awe any opposing 
chieftain who may wish-to create 
poe for his own personal aggrandize- 
ment.” 

Mr. Winter attributed present condi- 
tions to past methods of government in 
Mexico, to the great estates held by the 
wealthy and to the system -of peonage. 
He said that nearly everything com- 
plained of by the Mexicans themselves 
and criticised by people of other nations 
could ‘‘ be traced either to the effect of 
heredity or environment.” 

An exposition of the point of view 
of the Mexican Constitutionalists was 
given by Luis Cabrera, former leader 
of the Mexican House of Representa- 
tives. 

‘“‘The reason for the instability of 
Mexican conditions,’’ he said, ‘‘is the 
absence of a middle class. Without the 
middle class, there is no real social 
equilibrium, no peace, and no demo- 
cratic form of government. The Consti- 
tutionalist movement tends toward the 
formation of a middle class through the 
creation of favorable conditions -of life 
for the masses. 

‘The colonial olicies of Spain in 
Mexico contributed largely to the cre- 
ation of privileged classes. Large tracts 
of land were granted to soldiers and to 
the Church, and thousands of Indians 
were compelled to live upon and work 
the lands so granted. The independence 
of Mexico in 1810 did not materially 
change the condition of the masses. 
The great landed estates owned by 
wealthy families still remain in their 
Possession and are at the present time 
ee for Mexico’s economical 
crisis. 

‘Owing to the dictatorial personal 
powers exercised by Gen. Diaz from 
1876 to 1910, the people of Mexico have 
not had an opportunity to test their 
Constitution; but study and recent de- 
velopments have proved that in certain 

articulars the Constitution of Mexico 

s not fitted for the needs of the people. 
The problem now confronting the Con- 
stitutionalist Party is the promotion of 
favorable conditions creating a middle 
class. This must be accomplished by 
political reform measures as well as by

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casts from society or inmates of penal 
institutions.” 


He Calls for Volunteers. 


Just as his thousand or more auditors 
were settling back expecting to hear a 
semi-humorous address, Gov. Glynn 
turned his talk in another channel. He 
said that he hoped he would not be 
nicknamed ‘The Scolder’’ or ‘ The 


Wrangler” if he suggested that the 
business men of the State and the coun- 
try should be more willing than they 
are now or have been in the past to 
sacrifice their private interests and hold 
public office. : 

‘“T do not believe,” he said, ‘that the 
business men have taken thelr proper 
place in running our government or in 
writing our laws. I believe we could 
well afford to imitate England in this 
respect. If we had more business men 
in office the country would be better off. 

‘* Now, come before you to-night 
with a proposition. Not long ago Sena- 
tor Aldrich said he could save the 
United States Government millions of 
dollars every year if he could run it on 
business principles. I believe what _ he 
said was true, and I know that New 
York State could save much money if 
business men were allowed to overhaul 
and bring up to date the antiquated and 
overlapping system which to-day pre- 
vails in many of our State departments. 

‘*T would consider it the biggest thing 
that I could do in my administration if 
I could inaugurate this system. And I 
tell you to-night that if there are 
enough prominent business men in this 
State of all political parties who are 
willing to donate their time and their 
services to serve on a commission to de- 
vise a business system for New York 
State similar to the one that Senator 
Aldrich proposed for the United States 
Government, I will be pleased to name 
them as a commission to overhaul and 
improve the system upon which New 
York’s business is conducted. I am sure 
that if this dinner to-night will give 
birth to this movement, it will save in 
the years to come the taxpayers of New 
York State a princely sum. 

**T would like to inaugurate such a 
movement, and in that desire to-night I 
beg the assistance of every member of 
this body, and of every business man in 
the State. I have the power of appoint— 
ment, and I will exercise that power of 
appointment if I.can find enough promi- 
nent business men in this State willing 
to volunteer under the banner of effi- 
clecy and economy. 


To Revise Tax and Banking Laws. 


‘For the first time in the history of 
the State we are going to inaugurate in 
Albany this Winter a budget system 
similar to that which has prevailed 


in England. Eventually this budget sys- 
tem will wipe out the supply bill which 
has been the pork barrel in the govern- 
ment of this State. It would wipe it out 
this Winter if it were not for the de- 
ficiencies in the different departmenis 
which were inherited from a _ vicious 
system of years standing. The great 
benefit of this movement may not be 
felt completely this Winter, but if con- 
tinued it will bring about a saving 
which will merit the approval of every 
business man in the State. 

‘*“We have on foot at Albany two 
other projects which I am sure will 
meet the approbation of this body. One 
is to revise our tax laws, which have 
not kept step with the march of prog- 
ress. In the last fifty years New York 
has made no important change in its 
tax laws. We are away behind some 
of the smaller States of this Union i 
our taxation system. Our system is 
archaic, and we are going to try to 
improve it so that it will be worthy of 
the dignity and prominence of this 
Commonwealth. We have under way a 
revision of the banking laws which, if 
we can complete before the next Legis- 
lature adjourns, we hope will provide 
a model banking system for every other 
State in the Union. 


Common Sense Solves All Problems. 
“My friends, a word more and I am 
through. We are entering on a new 


era in politics. The humanitarian ele- 
ment is going to play a larger part in 
our public qoettiene in the next twenty 
years tnan it has in the last generation. 
This sociological trend of thought, 
prominent to-day in all walks of life, is

‘““Some men fear this new movement, 
many business men dread it; but to my 
| way of thinking they see ghosts where 
} there are only shadows. And to those 
| who hold this fear I would say that his- 
| tory offers the consolation that the peo- 
| ple at large, the populace, have at no 
| time been guilty of a fault in which the 
representative few have not been} 
| equally guilty at some other time; that} 
; the representative few have never ex- 
| hibited a virtue which the people or the! 
| populace have not displayed on some | 
other occasion. It is the old theory of 
the flow and the ebb, the positive and 
the negative, the balance and the coun- 
ter-balance running through all nature. 
Thought runs in cycles the ages 
through, and the brains of mankind sel- 
dom lose their centre of gravity. Im- 
portant problems, tremendous problems, 
appalling problems, face us to-day; but 
common sense, common courage, mutual 
forbearance, and the golden rule will 
solve our problems of to-day just as 
they have solved all problems since man 
was man. 

Gov. Glynn's plan, as he has outlined 
it, is to appoint a commission of twen- 
ty-five members of the Chamber and| 
from them to select an Executive Com- 
mittee of nine to carry on the burden 
of the actual investigations. The find- 
ings of the Executive Committee would 
|then be submitted to the general com- 
mission. He hopes in this way to devise 
some means to eliminate politics from 
the management of the departments. 
If it is found that Constitutional amend- 
ments are needed, it is his desire to 
have a comprehensive plan to take be- 
fore the next Constitutional Convention. 


Stand by Wilson, Says Choate. 


Joseph H. Choate, former Ambassador 
to the Court of St. James’s, received a 
warm welcome when introduced by Mr. 
Claflin. He said that he did not intend 


to make a serious address, but shortly 
was discussing National problems, 
First, however, he referred to the 
Chamber of Commerce as “a great 
pillar of commercial integrity, morality, 
and a sucess” since its foundation, 

He complimented Gov. Glynn on his 
address.

‘* Well, what is the most stirring ques- 
tion to-day that agitates the hearts of 
the American people?

What are we going 
to do with Mexico, or what is Mexico 
going to do with us? [ should like very 
much to discuss the question of the pol- 
icy of the United States of America in 
regard to Mexico. I think I could ac- | 
caer the whole evening with that, if I} 
only knew what that policy was. 
{Laughter.] At best, there is only one 
man who knows what that policy is, and 
he very wisely keeps his own counsel 
and won’t tell. And I am not sure that 
even he knows. [Renewed laughter.] 
I am not sure that we are not all drift- 
ing with him at our head from day to 
day, and even from hour to hour, wait- 
ing, Waiting, like Micawber, to see what 
may turn up. : : 

“It is a very trying situation; it is a 
very dangerous situation; but one thing 
I know, and for one thing I appeal to 
the heart and head of every gentleman | 
present in this chamber to-night, that in | 
this trying situation there is but one 
duty for all of us, and that is to stand 
by the President of the United States. 
[Applause.] : 

“You may call it diplomatic business; 
you may call it Executive business, but | 
it is fair to assume that the President | 
{fs in possession of information vastly | 
superior to that which even all of the 
members of the Chamber of Commerce 
of the State possess. He knows what he 
is talking about. He knows what he is 
aiming at. One thing we are sure of, 
that he is for peace; that he is for pre- 
serving peace at all hazards, and that | 
by no act of his shall this nation be 
plunged into a destructive and a dread- 
ful war. [Applause.] He ts entitled to 
that from us without regard to Party | 
and without regard to creeds. We must 
stand by our President through thick 
and through thin; and we shall come out | 
right in the end. | 

“T would discourse more largely on | 
the Mexican question if I understood | 
it better. I have talked with Mr. Root | 
here, foremost in the Senate of the| 
United States, and he has been Baahie} 
to enlighten mé.’”’ | 

This sally brought laughter and ap-| 
plause. Continuing, Mr. Choate said:

“This President of ours has been in| 
office now for nine months, and he has

DR. H. H. TINKER A SUICIDE. 


New Yorker Injects Poison at His 


New London Country Home.

NEW LONDON, Conn., Nov. 20.—Dr. 
Horace H. Tinker, 55, a physician 1 
New York City, died to-day at his sum- 
mer home on Pequot Avenue here from 
a mysterious poison taken Wednesday 
night by means of hypodermic injections 
into his arms and legs. He had been 
living in his Summer home for several 
weeks alone, except for his chauffeur. 
The latter discovered him in a coma- 

tose state late Wednesday night. 

On Dr. Tinker’s dressing table tha 
police found a letter in which the doc- 
tor announced his intention of quitting 
this world and gave specific instructions 
to the Coroner, should that official de- 
cide to hold an inquest. He never ral- 
lied to consciousness, in spite of heroic 
efforts by physicians, who tried various 
antidotes without obtaining a reaction. 
They were handicapped by lack of 
knowledge as to the poison or combina- 
tion of poisons injected. 

Dr. Tinker’s widow lives in New York 
City. She is said to be wealthy. 


Dr. Tinker’s name appears in the city 
telephone directory opposite the address, 
1,257 Washington Avenue. A man who 
said he was Dr. W. Bayard. Long 
answered a call to Dr. Tinker’s number. 
Dr, Long said that Dr. Tinker gave up 
his practice three years ago and moved 
to New London, keeping his New York 
telephone connection at Dr. Long’s of- 
fice so as to be in touch with some of 
his former patients. 

Dr. Long had not heard of the sul- 
cide. He did not know where Mrs. 
Tinker was staying in New York.

The prisoners become victims of all 
kinds of epidemics, and very often the 
prisons become centres of infection 
for the surrounding districts. Those 
sentenced to long terms of imprison- 
ment, chiefly political prisoners, are 
fn actual fact condemned to a cruel 
form of slow death. 

A veritable epidemic of suicide has 
developed among the prisoners, says 
the protest. The unhappy prisoners 
see in suicide the uenly way of escape. 

Most tragic is the fate of those tens 
of thousands of political exiles, of 
whom most are deported to Siberia 
without trial, but simply by the ar- 
bitrary action of the Administration.

“There need be no alarm as to con- 
tagion in this country as far as lep- 
rosy is concerned. It is practically 
unknown. I know of a leper who was 
an omnibus conductor for several 


years. I also know of an opera sing- 
er, a Jeper, who charmed audiences 
nightly. A medical man, also a leper, 


lives entirely by himself in rooms in 
the West End, and goes out only at 
nirht.” 

Dr. Phineas S. Abraham, surgeon in 
charge of the skin department of the 
West London Hospital, speaking tu 
the Royal Medical Society to-day, 
said: 

“A few weeks ago I came across 
the case of a medical man who has 
been in England for six years and 
has studied at two hospitals. Al- 
though he has been going about 
among doctors, I was the only one 
to discover that he was a leper. He 
has been suffering from the disease 
for twelve or fifteen years.”

BERLIN, Nov. 20.—Germany, which | 

for some time past has been express- 

ing alarm at the falling birth rate, 
has discovered a new sign of social 
decadence. It is a “ marriage crisis.” 

The latest statistics show an exX-~- 
traordinary rise in the number of 
Givorces obtained in Germany. For 
instance, there were 15,780 divorces 
in 1911, or 24 per 100,000 inhabitants, 
against 12,180, or 20 per 100,000, in 
1906. It is believed that when the 
next set of statistics is published a 
further increase in the number will 
be reported. 

The statistics relating to Berlin are 
even more remarkable, showing an 
average of 96 per 100,000 in 1911, 
against 62 per 100,000 for the period 
1901 to 1904. 

What makes the “ marriage crisis” 
all the worse is that, while the num- 
ber of divorces is rapidly increasing, 
the number of marriages is decreas- 
ing. ‘The number of marriages per 
100,000 inhabitants in 1906 was 8,200; 


in 1911, 7,800.

| Paris Figaro Wants France to Have 


Boat That Traversed Canal. 


By Marconi Transatlantic Wireless Tele- 
graph to The New York Times. 

PARIS, Nov..20.—The little steam- 
boat Louise, which made the first 
passage of the Panama Canal, is a 
relic of the French enterprise and is 
associated with historic recollections, 
wherefore the Figaro this mornings 
proposes a public subscription to en- 
able the French authorities to pur- 
chase her from the United States and 


keep her as a souvenir. 

The boat was sent to Panama more 
than twenty-five years ago and was 
intended to be used as a tug. On 
Feb. 28, 1886, the Louise conveyea 
Ferdinand de Lesseps, his son, and a 
delegation of members of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce to the mouth of the 
Rio Grande. . The spot where she 
anchored is near the point where the 
works for the port of Balboa have 
just been begun. The arrival of the 
Louise was hailed by an army of 
black laborers. 

She returned to Panama and for 
years was the regular boat used by the 
agents of the French company in 
crossing the bay. When the disaster 
to the French enterprise came the 
Louise was temporarily abandoned. 
Years passed before work on the canal 
was resumed, then, with the rest of the 


, French material, the vessel became the 


property of the United States Gov- 


ernment. 

The Louise, says The Figaro, ought 
henceforth to be sacred to French- 
men, and she deserves a place of honor 
in a French port on her coming re- 
tirement.

At the close of yesterday’s session of 
the trial of State Senator Daniel J. Car- 
roll, Democratic leader of the Four- 
teenth Assembly District, Brooklyn; 
Lawyer Luke O’Reilly, and three others, 
before Supreme Court Justice Kelby on 
charges of conspiracy at the primary 
elections in March, 1912, the defendants 


were jubilant over the result of the 
heckling of ex-Senator Thomas C. Har- 
den by their counsel, Robert H. Elder. 
Harden was the leader of the anti- 
Carroll faction at the primaries. 

Mr. Harden was the chief witness for 
the prosecution. He gave his testimony 
willingly under the direct examination 
of Assistant District Attorney William 
P. Allen. He told of disturbances he 
witnessed at the polling place, 95 North 
Sixth Street, Greenpoint. Then Mr. 
Elder took him in hand for cross-exam- 
ination. Ex-Senator Harden admitted 
that his brother, Michael G. Harden; 
Walter C. Palin, and a nephew, William 
F. Harden, Jr., all of whom had perma- 
nent residences outside his district, reg- 
istered from his house in Metropolitan 
Avenue and voted at the primaries. Y

When the workers in the campaign to 
Taise $4,000,000 for the Y. M. CG. A.- 
Y. W. C. A. building fund gathered for 
luncheon yesterday at the headquarters 
at 25 Broad Street they were aroused to 
great enthusiasm by the announcement 
that new subscriptions of $186,369 had 
been received. 


It was the record day of the campaign. 
The previous high-water mark was 
made on Monday, when contributions of 
$172,291 were reported.

ARMY OF MEN TO RACE. 


208 Cross-Country Runners Named 
for Intercollegiate Run. 


The remarkable entry of 208 runners 
has been received by Harry Fisher of 
Columbia University for the annual inter- 
collegiate cross-country championship 
race to-morrow, which is to be held for 
the first time over the Van Cortlandt 
Park course of six miles.

RECEIPTS $97,240 


Expenses of Giants and White 
Sox Earned in Games 
Played in America. 


Special to The New York Times. 

VICTORIA, B. C., Nov. 20.—Despite 
the withdrawal of several star players 
from the ranks at the close of the 
American tour John J. McGraw and 
James J, Callahan, managers of the 
world’s touring baseball teams, will 
be able to put first-class teams in the 
field for the games to be played in 
foreign countries. When the Comiskey 
party, numbering sixty-seven persons, 
sailed from here last night, each man- 
ager had eleven players under his con- 
trol, and each will be able to line up 
his team with players in their own po- 
sitions, or at least in positions where 
they have had considerable experience. 

The American tour gave a total of 
$97,240 for the thirty-one games played, 
or an average of more than $3,000 per 
game. Had it not rained on the final 
day, when a double-header was to have 
been played at Tacoma and Seattle, the 
$100,000 mark would have been passed. 
The financial success of the American 
tour is very gratifying to Messrs. Co- 
miskey and McGraw, and it dispels all 
fear of the affair being a money-losing 
proposition. 

Five Giants and three White Sox left 
the party yesterday when the games 
at Tacoma and Seattle were called off. 
These players were Mathewson, Tes- 
reau, Fromme, Meyers, Snodgrass, 
Chase, Schalk, and Rath. Jack Bliss, 
the former St. Louis catcher, who has 
been in the Pacific Coast League during 
the past season, joined the tourists here, 
and he will do the catching for_the 
White Sox in the games abroad. Daly 
of the White Sox can also go behind the 
bat, and he will undoubtedly act as 
utility catcher for both clubs. There 
will be no need of a change from team 
to team in any other position. 

The White Sox team in the foreign 
games will be made up of Pitchers 
Scott, Benz, and Leverenz; Catchers 
Bliss and Daly; Sam Crawford, first 
base; Herman &chaefer, second base; 
Weaver, short stop; Dick Egan, third 
base; Tris Speaker, Steve Evans, Daly, 
or Manager Callahan, in the outfield. 
McGraw’s team will have George 
Wiltse, Bunny Hearne, and Faber, a 
Western League recruit, for pitchers; 
Ivy Wingo, catcher; Merkle, first base; 
Doyle, second base; Mike Doolan, short 
stop; Hans Lobert, third base; Lee Ma- 
gee, Jim Thorpe, and Mike Donlin for 
the outfield. The American Leaguers 
have the better pitching staff and a 
better outfield, while the National 
Leaguers are stronger behind the bat 
and in the infield. cGraw’s team ap- 
pears to be a better hitting aggregation 
than the Sox, despite the presence of 
Tris Speaker and Sam Crawford on the 
Sox roster.

LYNCH STANDS ON RECORD. 


National League Gives No Reason 
for Deposing Its President. 


President Thomas J. Lynch of the Na- 
tional League refused to say anything 
yesterday about the selection of Gov. 
John K. Tener of Pennsylvania for his 
position. ‘‘I have heard nothing official 
of Mr. Tener’s selection,’’ said Mr. 
Lynch, ‘‘ and I do not care to talk much 
about it at this time. All that I know 
is what I have seen in the newspapers. 
My conduct of the affairs of the league 
for the last four years couldn’t have 
been so bad when they had to get one 
of the most prominent men in the coun- 
try to run against me.’’ Mr. Lynch said 
that he might have something to say 
about the matter after he had heard 
something definite from the club own- 
ers. 

It is practically certain that the eight 
| club owners of the league are united for 
: overthrow of Mr. Lynch. President 
| 





Hempstead of the New York Club was 
the last one of the eight to make his 
position known on the question. When 
he understood that all the other club 


owners were for Gov. Tener Mr. Hemp- 
stead decided to agree with them. It 
was President Baker of the Phillies who 
started the warfare against Lynch. The 
Philadelphia Club was so provoked at 
President Lynch’s position in the for- 
feited game with the Giants last July 
that they stated at the time that they 
would not rest until they had ousted 
him. Baker went to Harrisburg several 
weeks ago and approached Gov. Tener 
and at that time it is stated he received 
enough encouragement to make _ the 
Philadelphia Club’s President believe 
that he would take the position if it 
was offered to him. The matter was to 
have been kept secret until the league 
meeting here next month, but, like all 
| baseball secrets, it leaked out. 

Gov. Tener’s term of office as Gov- 
ernor does not expire until Jan. 1, 1915. 
If he is elected here next month, he will 
not serve as active President until that 
time. For a year and a month the 
league will be in charge of Secretary 
John A. Heydler, who served as Presi- 
dent during the unfinished term of the 
late Harry Pulliam. Gov. Tener will be 
President in an honorary capacity and 
}accept no salary until he takes up the 
jactual duties of President in January, 
1915. Mr. Heydler is thoroughly con-

Baseball men yesterday discussed the 
sudden dropping of President Lynch and 
were somewhat surprised at the manner 
in which he was cast aside by the Na- 
tional League club owners. No specific 
charges have ever been made against 
Lynch nor has any reason been given 
why they wished to oust him. He has 
committed the “error’’ which has cost 
other National League Presidents their 
Ai ge formulation of what he_ be- 
ieved to be a just policy and_trod on 
the toes of the club owners. The club 
owners have always wanted to run the 
National League. 

President Lynch has stood back of his 
umpires, and during his régime there 
has been less umpire baiting than ever 
before in the organization. In sustain- 
ing the umpires Mr. Lynch has antago- 
nized more than one of the club owners. 
Neither his inegrity nor his honesty of 
purpose has ever been questioned, but he 
wouldn’t pe dictated to by dissatisfied 
club ownérs. Lynch is wiiling to stand 
on his record and says that no club 
owner can show where he did not act 
for the best interests of the game and 
the league. 

If the club owners think that they 
are going to run Gov. Tener when_he 
takes the office, those who know Mr. 
Tener say they are going to slip up. He 
will be the boss and stand for no in- 
terference, which will be something 
new in the National League. 

He made it plain to the committee 
which waited upon him that he would 
only accept the place for a term of four 
years and at a salary sald to be $15,000. 

It is stated that one of the reasons 
that the National League was anxious 
to get a man of Gov. Tener’s prom- 
inence to head the organization was to 
restore the older league’s waning 
prestige. The American League, by 
virtue of its winning the world’s series 
four times in succession, has given the 
younger league the upper hand. The 
National League hasn’t won the 
world’s series since Pittsburgh defeat« 
ed Detroit in 1909. President Ban John- 
son of the American League is the 
most prominent and able figure in 
baseball, in fact so powerful that the 
National League fears his power. John- 
son has become a sort of Czar in the 
game and nothing shows this better 
than at the last meeting of the Amer- 
ican League in Chicago, when Johnson 
cast aside the suggestion of August 
Herrmann for an interclub series be- 
tween the leagues after Aug. 1 to take 
the place of the world’s series. John- 
son killed the plan with a word. And 
best of all, Mr. Johnson’s co-workers 
in the league all stand by him through 
thick and thin. 

The American League is becoming so 
powerful in major league baseball that 
the position of August Herrmann as 
Chairman of the National Commission 
is in danger. American League club 
owners say that Herrmann’s _ sit- 
ting as Chairman gives the National 
League a great advantage over the 
younger league. They want an Amer- 
ican League official to head the Na- 
tional Commission, and it is said that 
plans are already being made to oust 
Herrmann, who for years has been in a 
position to give the National League an 
advantage league affairs.

ROBINSON TALKS OF 
BROOKLYN'S TEAM 


Pitchers and Short Stop the 
Greatest Need to Bolster 
Up the Superbas. 


Wilbert Robinson, the new manager 
of the Brooklyn Club, arrived in Brook- 
lyn yesterday morning to take up his 
first work as the head of the Superbas. 
In the morning Robinson was the guest 
of honor at a luncheon given by Presi- 
dent Charles H. Ebbets at the Brooklyn 
Club, where he met all the club offi- 
cials and several newspaper men. In 
the afternoon the new manager held a 
long conference with President Ebbets 
regarding the 1914 training trip and 
other details of the preliminary season. 
Robinson will return to his home in 
Baltimore to-day, but will return to 
New York next month to attend the 
National League meeting and put 
through any deals that may present 
themselves, 

Robinson is very enthusiastic about his 
new position and the fine prospect of 
placing the Brooklyn team in the first 
division. He paid a high compliment 
to his predecessor yesterday when he 
declared that Dahlen’s judgment in the 
selection of players made his position 
quite easy, as ‘compared with the tasks 
confronting most managers when they 
take charge of a club. He has seen the 
Brooklyn team so often that he is thor- 
oughly conversant with the ability of all 
the players, and he figures on no more 
than two changes in the regular line-up. 

“Pitchers are our greatest need,” said 
the ex-Giant yesterday in discussing his 
new position, ‘‘and if I can get one or 
two youngsters in shape to take their 
regular turns in the box I see no reason 
why the club should not get out of the 
second division. We have three depend- 
able veterans in Rucker, Ragan and 
Reulbach, and two promising youngsters 
in Yingling and Allen. Behind the bat 
the team is strong in catchers, and the 
three bases have capable guardians. A 
new shortstop will be needed owing to 
the release of Bob Fisher to Toronto, 
but Mr. Ebbets has two promising in- 
fielders for Spring trial. In the outfield 
my only concern will be to get a right- 
hand hitter, as the three regulars last 
season hit from the other side of the 
plate, the same as Daubert and two or 
three of the pitchers. That makes too 
many left-hand hitters for one team. 
The team has plenty of hitting and 
fielding strength, as the averages show, 
but it is weak in base running and that 
is one feature to which I will devote 
considerable attention in the Spring. I 
feel that my long experience under two 
such capable tutors as Ned Hanlon and 
John McGraw fits me for the task at 
hand, and I see nothing ahead but a 
winner. I will follow McGraw’s general 
system just as closely as is possible.” 

The Brooklyn team will train at Au- 
gusta, Ga. The young players will 
leave for that city on Feb. 20 and the 
regulars on March 1. Rucker, Ragan, 
and Reulbach will spend ten days at 
Hot Springs before reporting to Man- 
ager Robinson at Augusta on March 1. 
The players will remain in Augusta un- 
til March 25, and play very little on the 
way home. They are due at Ebbets 
Field on April 1, and will play a series 
of five games with the Yankees on April 
2, 8, 4, 8, and 11.. The opening game of 
this series will be the first home game 
under Robinson’s management, and 
President Ebbets has decided _to have a 
Robinson Day celebration. On April 5 
and 12 the Superbas will play at New- 
ark, and on April 9 the world’s cham- 
pion Athletics will be at Ebbets Field. 
April 6, 7, and 10 will be devoted to 
practice, and April 13 to rest for the 
opening of the National League season 
at Ebbets Field the following day.

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COURTING DISASTER. 

We hope it was not in vain that Mr. 
Tart appealed to Wooprow WILson’s 
work on Constitutional Government 
for confirmation of his hope and be- 
lief that the Administration will be 
ruided by the light of wisdom and ex- 
perience in its policy of providing a 
Government for the Philippine Islands. 
Mr. WIiLson wrote, in the passage 
quoted from his book by Mr. Tart, 
that “self-government is not a mere 
**form of institutions to be had when 
* desired,” but “it is a form of charac- 
“ter, It follows upon the long disci- 
“pline which gives a people self-pos- 
* session, self-mastery, a habit of or- 
“der and peace and common counsel, 
*ond a reverence for law which will 
“not fall when they themselves be- 
“come the makers of law; the steadi- 
* ness of self-control and political ma- 
*turity.” For the sake of our national 
honor and reputation it is, we say, fer- 
vently to be hoped that respect for 
these profound political truths will be 
the safeguard of the Administration 
against a policy in the Philippines 
that can lead only to disaster. 

It is very evident from the testimony 
of Mr. Tart and of Mr. WoRCESTER 
that Gov. Harrison has not made a 
good beginning in the Philippines. He 
has chosen the wrong advisers, he has 
replaced men of knowledge, proved 
capacity, and experience with new and 
untried men, and he has proceeded 
with such haste as to beget the sus- 
picion that he has been too much in- 
fluenced by the mere desire for spoils. 
‘The public knows from what source 
the influences come that have guided 
the present Administration in the 
paths of adventure and experiment in 
the Philippines that, in the judgment 
of those who best know the Islands 
and their peoples, lead in the direc- 
tion of danger. The Baltimore plat- 
form, which has been a veritable Pan- 
dora’s box for this Administration, has 
§n the matter of the Philippine policy, 
as in the shaping of the money Dill, 
been one source of unwisdom. Then, 
there is Mr. BRYAN, who, in respect to 
the Philippines and to financial legis- 
Jation, has muddied and darkened the 
Administration counsels with his fan- 
fastic and rejected theories. As & 
warning against the acceptance of 
advice from such quarters stands the 
testimony of Mr. Tarr and Mr. 
‘WORCESTER. 

Tt is undisputed, it is beyond all dis- 
pute, that these two men, from their 
Jong and intimate experience have a 
profounder and a surer knowledge of 
the Filipino character and of the needs 
of the people of the Philippine Islands 
than any other men in the United 
States. To disregard the warnings of 
these men and to turn for guidance 
fo others who have no competence 
svhatever to express an opinion upon 
the Philippines, and who speak with 
the self-given authority of theories 
formed without any study or any 
knowledge, theories which WooDRow 
WVILson condemned in his earlier writ- 
ings, cited by Mr. Tart, would be a 
course of incredible hardihood. To en- 
courage the Filipinos in the belief that 
§ndependence and self-government are 
to be theirs within a short time would 
be an act of unspeakable cruelty to 
them. But to prepare for the appli- 
cation of such a policy and actually to 
put it into execution in the Islands 
would lead us to endless difficulties 
pnd confusion, to inevitable disaster. 
The Administration has something 
yore vital than its own theories to 
consider. The honor of the nation is 
$nvolved in its Philippine policy. 











THE TAX ON THRIFT AND 
' BENEVOLENCE. 

In these days of Progressive moral- 
fty it is singular to find our Govern- 
ment taxing the instruments of thrift 
pnd benevolence which other Govern- 
ments establish by the taxing power. 
‘vet that is the effect of the taxes col- 
Jected from the insurance companies, 
the agencies of those who voluntarily 
go for themselves what the laws of 
some Governments make compulsory, 
and which some Governments do for 
tlhose who are unable to do it them- 
selves. England and Germany have 
Yong been held up to us as examples 
of monarchical systems in advance of 
ourselves in the matter of social jus- 

‘ee by aids to the afflicted, old, sick, 





countries. 

States and nation are alike to blame. 
President KinGsLEy of the New. York 
Company has calculated that if his 
company had paid to the nation at the 
same rate it paid the States the taxa- 
tion on the company’s income, paid by 
the policy holders, would have reached 
4.4 per cent. That is about the rate 
collected from those malefactors who 
are wealthy enough to pay the addi- 
tional income tax. Other Govern- 
ments that levy any tax on this form 
of thrift levy it upon the policy hold- 
ers, who know what is done. Our 
Governments levy it upon the corpo- 
rations, and the policy holders neither 
see nor appreciate the influence which 
saps their security. In England the 
tax is one-fourteenth that paid in the 
United States, in Germany one-twen- 
tieth. In France, Germany, Spain, 
Denmark, Russia, the tax is simply 
for the cost of the administration of 
the insurance department of Govern- 
ment. 

Those Governments make the tax 
negligible, merely the cost of super- 
vising the business, because they know 
that what the companies do the Gov- 
ernment is relieved from doing. Our 
Governments regard the accumulated 
wealth of the companies, the security 
of 42,000,000 policy holders against 
penury through bereavement, as a 
proper source of spoliation. The proc- 
ess is indirect, and the policy holders 
are not aroused against the Govern- 
ment capable of such unwisdom. 








“CUT THE ULCER TO THE BONE.” 

Gov. Glynn and Attorney General 
CarmMoDy have pledged District At- 
torney WHITMAN their full co-opera- 
tion in the proceedings undertaken 
by the District Attorney to run down 
the men who conspired to extort 
money from contractors on the Barge 
Canal and State highway construc- 
tion. It is known by Mr. GLYNN and 
Mr. Carmopy that these criminals 
were instruments of the party organi- 
zations of this State. The Governor 
and the Attorney General have, nev- 
ertheless, promised to throw the prose- 
cuting power of the whole State, in- 
cluding that of the District Attorneys 
fin the several counties whither the 
trail of graft has led, into working 
unison with the man whom this city 
expects to find and to convict the 
conspirators. 

To cleanse the Democratic Party 
they must do this. If the men who are 
influential in the Democratic organi- 
zation were really moved by a desire 
to plunge their party into an abyss of 
ruin in the next State election, they 
could do it most effectually by throw- 
{ng out a line of interference in be- 
half of the grafters. 

Mr. WHITMAN lacks jurisdiction out- 
side New York County, except in cases 
where the alleged crimes were com- 
mitted at least partly within its bor- 
ders. Jurisdiction might have been 
conferred upon him by a special act 
from Albany. But Mr. OSBORNE was 
chosen to head the prosecution of the 
graft cases up State. A vast amount 
of work must be done, and that unfor- 
tunate individual John Doe must be 
haled before the court repeatedly be- 
fore the cases with their hundreds of 
witnesses, most of them up-State con- 
tractors, are made up. There is work 
enough ahead for Mr. WHITMAN and 
for the State prosecutors, too. If Mr. 
CakMoDY, Mr. OsBORNE, and the men 
subject to their direction fail to pro- 
duce positive results, while Mr. WuHIT- 
MAN proceeds to expose the rascals 
within his jurisdiction, the glory will 
be his. An attempt to protect the 
Democratic organization, or to poul- 
tice the ulcer that has been eating 
into its vitals, or anything short of a 
whole-hearted and thoroughgoing ef- 
fort to cut it and cast it out, will re- 
sult in a vote against the New York 
State Democracy next year beside 
which the recent defeat of Mr. Mur- 
PHY in the Mayoralty election will 
seem small.

HAS THE GOVERNMENT A CON- 
SCIENCE? 

It would be useless to urge that 
the Government should have a heart 
toward the railways and other public 
utilities, but it ought to have a con- 
science. Yet the fact is that the 
Government graft rivals any known 
in the business world, and that a vir- 
tue is made of oppression and extor- 
tion practiced for the good of the 
people, The case of the postal par- 
cels raises the plain question whether 
the people wish to be receivers of 
goods taken from those who protest 
the taking. The railways claim that 
they are not fairly paid for service in 
carrying the parcels. At the same 
time the Post Office is claiming a 
profit originally placed at $10,000,000, 
and recently raised to $80,000,000. 
We believe that the people appre- 
ciate the Postal Parcel Service enough 
to be willing to pay for it, and that 
they would support a plea for fair 
play. <A price paid in accordance 
with a statute may or may not be 
fair. It cannot be admitted to be fair 
so long as those who render the serv- 
ice do so under duress. When profits 
earned in this way are said to justify 
the extension of the Government 
service to the telephones and tele- 
graphs the outlook is nothing short 
of alarming for the taxpayers. When 
the Government runs the railways 
and the telegraphs there can be no 
more profits made by not paying bills. 
The bill will be paid or the service 


will stop, regardless of the Treasury 
deficit. 

Another example of the conscience- 
less attitude of the Government to- 
ward public utilities is shown by the 
attitude of the counsel employed by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
in the matter of the advance of 
freight rates. Mr. BRANDEIS pro- 
poses to use the application as a lever 
for reforming the alleged abuse of 
interlocking Directorates. The rail- 
ways ask to be allowed to pay their 
bills, and Mr. BRANDEIS proposes to 
listen when they have improved their 
financial methods in a manner satis- 
factory to him. It is as though when 
your tailor sends in his bill you should 
refuse payment because he does not 
live with his wife. He ought to live 
with his wife, and it might be that if 
his bills were paid he would be better 
able to do so. But the payment of 
the tailor’s bills and the reform of 
his morals ought to be dealt with each 
on its own merits. Nobody would ob- 
ject to Mr. BRANDEIs’s ravaging re- 
forms in their season, but the pay- 
ment of bills cannot await the process. 
The Interstate Commerce Commission 
reports this week that the railways’ 
gross earnings for September in- 
creased $17,000,000, and the net fell 
$5,000,000. The railways are paid by 
piecework. They are indisputably 
working harder for less pay. They 
have pieced out their earnings by 
borrowing and spending $3835,000,000 
which must be paid or funded within 
a year if the railways are to be kept 
solvent. That the companies can 
travel this road no further appears 
from the economies which they are 
practicing “to the damage of other 
interests than their own. The rail- 
ways’ contracts for rails this year 
have decreased 72 per cent., car con- 
tracts have decreased 42 per cent., 
locomotive orders decreased 30 per 
cent., structural orders decreased 25 
per cent. The Eastern independent 
steel companies are running 40 per 
cent. capacity, and the larger inter- 
ests are doing but little better. It is 
idle to say that the railways are will- 
fully extravagant when they are not 
allowed to control the expenditure of 
their income. They are told how 
much money they must spend, and 
how they must spend it. They ask to 
be allowed to collect the money they 
must disburse, and they are told 
that they must reform their morals. 
They should do whatever they ought, 
but they must meet their bills at the 
due dates. Even if Mr. BRANDEIS 
were to assist the process of giving 
them permission it would be months 
before the order were entered. Mean- 
while the outlook is that the larger 
rates if collected will be upon a small- 
er volume of business. 

In business not Government con- 
trolled prices are raised when business 
is overwhelming and prices are low- 
ered when dwindling business needs 
encouragement. The reverse of this 
customary and approved practice is 
a novelty whose outcome is obscure. 
In contempt of counsel Commissioner 
MARBLE said to THE Times that the 
Commission was striving to make 
private management of railways prof- 
itable. The next day he recalled his 
words, and Counsel BRANDEIS’S utter~- 
ance of stern virtue was made. This 
oppression of the railways is prac- 
ticed not because Counsel BRANDEIS 
is better than other men, or the Com- 
missioners worse, but because of an 
assumed popular mandate. The people 
have allowed the oppression to run 
along on the idea that the railways 
were too big and rich to be dam- 
aged. The people are in the way to 
discover that the railways can be in- 
jured, and that the injury will recoil 
upon the people. 





WHO SHALL SAVE MEXICO? 

The common question is, “ What is 
going to be the end of the trouble in 
Mexico?” and the common answer {s, 
“Nobody knows.” The outlook seems 
to grow more bewildering and more 
desperate every day, yet whenever an 
intelligent Mexican opens his mouth 
to express an opinion on the subject 
all he can manage to say is that if in- 
tervention is attempted patriotism will 
unite all Mexicans in opposition to the 
invader. The kind of patriotism 
which would induce all, or any con- 
siderable portion of them, to unite to 
save their country from anarchy, how- 
ever, does not seem to exist. 

Yet there must be thousands of law- 
abiding Mexicans in the professional 
classes, among the merchants of the 
capital and Guadalajara and Mon- 
terey, the manufacturers of Orizaba, 
who have given much sober thought 
to the reawakening of the old revolu- 
tionary spirit in their country and the 
havoc it has caused since PokRiIRIO 
Diaz fled. These men must have some 
idea of a way out of the difficulty. 
They must favor some plan for the 
restoration of peace, and it is not 
credible that they believe that any 
lasting benefit to their nation can 
come from either the Dictator who 
kills men who question his political 
actions or the murderous brigands 
of the. North. What do they expect 
to happen? What do they hope for? 
These are the really important Mexi- 
can questions. 

Certainly the fate of Mexico is In the 
hands of its patriotic and intelligent 
middle class. There is no reason at 
present to tell us how its members 
would act in case of Intervention. 
Nothing can be much clearer than the 
indisposition of Washington to inter- 
vene. No policy of President WrLson 
has a heartier support than his policy 
of non-intervention in Mexico. But 
there is an eager desire all over this 
country and In several European coun- 


tries to know what the better class, 
‘the intelligent middle class, of Mexi- 
can citizens think ought to be done to 
Save their country’s honor and re- 
store to it the confidence of the world 
which it possessed while old Porrrrio 
was its Chief Magistrate and some- 
thing more. 

These are the people whose with- 
drawal of support from Diaz made the 
well-intentioned but tragically futile 
revolution of MADERO successful. What 
do they want now? Restoration to the 
Catholic Church of the powers which 
JUAREZ* took away from it? That 
might be one way out. The masses in 
Mexico are fanatically religious. The 
Church could restore a semblance of 
order, and it would tolerate neither a 
Huerta nor a Villa. Or have they in 
mind the possible formation of a com- 
mission of the ablest men in Mexican 
political life, men like MANUEL CALERO, 
PEDRO LASCURAIN, JosE Y. LiMaNTouR, 
and half a dozen others representing 
all shades of political belief to form a 
provisional Government which would 
restore peace and prepare for a Con- 
stitutional election? 

The address of Gen. Hurrta to the 
new Congress, the legal election of 
which the Washington Government 
refuses to recognize, is little more 
than an apology for his recent usur- 
pation of all power, and it still leaves 
room for his early retirement, which 
is not at all unlikely. But that event 
might precipitate a condition of an- 
archy throughout the country unless 
provision were made beforehand to 
put the machinery of government tem- 
porarily in safe hands. As to the out- 
come, we cannot safely predict an ex- 
act repetition of Mexican history. The 
middle class of merchants, bankers, 
manufacturers, and professional peo- 
ple scarcely existed in the era or 
SANTA ANNA and ALVAREZ. It was de- 
veloped in the thirty years of peace 
and prosperity under Don PoRFIRI0. 
The question of the hour is whether 
Mexicans of this class have the intel- 
ligence, the devotion, and the courage 
to save the country from present de- 
struction.

That the burning of 


Efficiency the Volturno created 
Must Not no such sensation and 
Be Ignored. commanded no such 

space in the news- 


papers as did the sinking of the Titanic 
is easily explicable. There was nothing 
intrinsically interesting about the Vol- 
turno herself, for she was neither large 
nor new. Moreover, she carried not one 
person known outside of a narrow and 
humble circle, while the manner of her 
destruction, if not exactly familiar, is 
common as compared with collision with 
an iceberg in the most traveled of ocean 
roads. 

When one tries to account for our fail- 
ure to get as much excited, or anything 
like it, by the rescues from the burning 
Balmes as we were in the closely similar 
case of the Volturno, difficulty arises. 
In each of these instances about the 
same number of people, of much the 
same sort, were subjected to the same 
experience, and that perhaps the most 
terrible to be met at sea. There was a 
like heroic struggle on the part of the 
officers and crew to save the ship, and 
the transfers from her were effected in 
like conditions of danger. But there 
were differences, and though these were 
seemingly slight, or rather seemingly ir- 
relevant to the question under consider- 
ation, of course in them must lie its an- 
swer. 

For one thing, there was lacking in the 
case of the Balmes the converging rush 
of many steamers to the scene of disas- 
ter, and their picturesque manoeuvring 
around the burning ship. For another 
thing, and perhaps even more impor- 
tant, no controversy arose as to the rel- 
ative skill and courage of the various 
rescuers—as to whether this one had 
done a little more, and that one a little 
less, than the seaman’s full duty when 
life is at stake. 

Only the Pannonia heard the appeal 
for desperately needed help sent out 
from the Balmes, only the Pannonia 
gave it, and only the Pannonia’s Captain 
was called upon to prove his competency 
to meet the most trying of maritime 
emergencies. And for that reason alone, 
apparently, there seems to be more than 
a chance of failure by the public to rec- 
ognize how magnificently Capt. Cappgr, 
his officers, and his men met the re- 
quirements of the situation that con- 
fronted them. That they did their best 
is hardly worth mentioning. Of course 
they did, and the number of men afloat 
who wouldn't have merited that much of 
commendation is negligible. What 
counts is that their best was seamanship 
of the very highest and most efficient 
quality-— that they took off all the 
Balmes’ passengers in exactly the right 
way and without a single mishap or ac- 
cident. 


With the theory pre- 


Two Views sented by one of our 
of the readers—that we need 
Philippines. the Philippines as a 


training school for our 
army—there will be a good deal of 
easily explicable and justifiable dissent. 
Few of us will like to think, as he did, 
that the islands are worth keeping mere- 
ly because several millions of their in- 
habitants are likely for a good many 
years to come to give an otherwise 
peaceful nation a chance constantly to 
practice on them the art of man-killing, 
and, by encountering the dangers and 
hardships of real war, make them ever 
ready for fighting against other enemies. 

That some of the wilder Filipinos will 
need a lot of subduing before they ar- 
rive at appreciation of civilization and 
settled government is probable enough, 
but it hardly follows that the perform- 
ance of this task would be the best or 
even a good preparation for possible 
encounters with foes not savage, wag- 
ing war in wholly different ways. Of 
course the experience would be of some 
value, but those of our soldiers who 
were killed, wounded or worn out by 
tropic campaigns would not be of much 
use thereafter or elsewhere, and the 
idea that one gets ready for enduring 
hardship by enduring it has now been 
abandoned by all except the oldest of 
military experts. That was the notion 
which led to the camping of our troops 
on the sands of Tampa for months before 
they were sent to Cuba-—an experiment 
not likely to be tried again. 

A more convincing, or at least a more 
plausible, .argument for our retention 
of the Philippines is that of those who, 
while hoping that little more fighting 
will be necessary there—and believing 
that it won't be if the civilizing agen- 
cies already at work can be continued— 
take a long look ahead and see a time 


coming when the nations in the temper- 
ate zones will be more dependent for food 
than now on the fertility of weli-watered 
tropic soil. The weight of this argu- 
ment is not great for the present gen- 
eration, and will not be much greater 
for several if its successors, but—well, 
there is no doubt that the earth is cool- 
ing off, that aridity is slowly spreading 
through the temperate regions, and that 
humanity will have to make its last 
stand in the tropics. The races that 
have a firmly established foothold there 
then will not be the last to succumb to 
the inevitable.

“Charity”? wonn of the Charities 
Suffers Department suggests, and 
all will agree with him, 
Too Long. that high among. our 
causes for thanksgiving at this season is 
the general and remarkable development 
among us of the various agencies. by 
which the more fortunate can help the 
less fortunate, and by which for the 
benefit of all various diseases can be 
cured or prevented. 

These are surely reasons for rejoicing, 
for they indicate not only an increasing 
confidence among us that many an an- 
cient evil, once hopelessly accepted as 2 
matter of course, can be remedied or 
abolished, but also that we are gaining 
efficiency in both endeavors. However, 
that ‘‘ charity,’’ in the old sense of that 
word, is more abundant than ever be- 
fore might possibly mean that it is more 
needed, and by more people, than ever 
before, and that would indicate that 
things were not going as well as they 
might or even that they were not going 
well at all. 

The real optimist looks forward to a 
time when nobody will need charity and 
nobody will give it—an expectation at 
which the constitutional pessimist cyni- 
eally jeers and the meliorist sadly 
smiles. Fortunately we are turning 
more and more away from the cure of 
ills physical and economic and paying 
more and more heed to their prevention. 
That is what Commissioner DruMMOND’S 
little private and personal Thanksgiving 
Proclamation should have emphasized 
more than it did. 

Perhaps it was only respect for his 
official title that stopped him from say- 
ing that the word “‘ charity ’’ wag hate- 
ful to him and the thing itself tolerable 
only as an expedient necessarily used 
while waiting for better days. More 
people than he thinks would have ap- 
plauded that opinion had he expressed it. 








AIMS OF THE SPUGS.

New York, which is always the first to 
respond to a call of need; New York, 
which is always first on the list of 
subscribers; New York, which, in spite 
of her faults, stands alone and un- 
rivaled in generosity. 

On the contrary, we urge—give; give 
generously, but not from fear, to fur- 
ther some ulterior motive, or even be- 
cause it is a tiresome custom, bui give 
willingly for the pleasure or help you 
may bestow; give for the love and joy 
of giving. 

The society may bring about a few 
changes in the kind of presents sold to 
anxious buyers as useful Christmas 
gifts, but we do not expect to interfere 
with or limit the purchase of Christmas 
presents. If any one thinks that by 
joining the Spugs he is exempt from giv- 
ing, he is very much mistaken. But we 
believe in the right of the individual to 
freedom as regards Christmas giving. 

Any one believing as we do is urged 
to become @ member; each member is 
urged to form a squad that is to secure 
ten other members, thus becoming by 
automatic promotion a Captain of 
Spugs. We plan to have a big Christ- 
mas party, and each member is expected 
to bring or send to that party some 
Icnely person who would not have a 
happy day otherwise. 

The dues of the society are ten cents 
a year. This includes the pin which 
must be worn during the campaign.

PIRACY OF STYLES 


Is as Prevalent as the Pirating of 


Designs. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Your editorial article, ‘“‘“A Law to 
Guard Designs,’’ admirably canvasses 
the situation, analyzing in succinct fash- 
fon the needs of the various trades 
whose interests are involved, and point- 
ing out the dangerous pitfalls into 
which those who are framing the con- 
templated legislation are most likely 
to fall. 

There is another phase of this sub- 
ject of industrial piracy which does not 
seem as yet to have been carefully con- 
sidered. I refer to the distinction which 
may be drawn between design piracy 
and style piracy. Style piracy consists 
in copying an ‘entire model, such, for 
instance, as a coat, dress, waist, piece 
of neckwear, or undergarment. Design 
piracy, on the other hand, consists 1n 
merely reproducing the design or motif 
in a piece of lace, embroidery, silk, 
tapestry, carpet, or wallpaper. Both 
kinds of piracy are rampant in every 
field of industrial endeavor in this coun- 
try and also abroad—not only in the 
field of textiles, but practically in every 
field where originality of thought and 
exclusiveness of product are considered 
an asset. Both kinds of piracy bring in 
their wake stupendous losses. 

Nevertheless, I have found among 
those who should be keenly interested a 
singular lack of unanimity of opinion 
regarding the advisability of concerted 
action against the evil. This apathy is 
particularly noticeable among those 
trades which suffer the most from pi- 
racy of styles. Manufacturers, for in- 





Stance, in the lines of cloakmaking, 
sults, skirts, infants’ wear, waists, 
dress goods, furs, undermuslins, petti- 
coats, and others appear the least 


anxious to see a law enacted which 
would make more difficult the pirating 
of original ideas. In the case of many 
of these manufacturers, such a law, if 
it could be passed, would, it is believed, 
s00n become a matter of evasion and 
avoidance, 

There is not in my mind the slightest 
doubt that a bill may be drawn suf- 
ficiently broad to protect the interests 
of every industry in which the element 
of originality is considered an asset, 
and I also believe that if such a bill is 
drawn it will secure the cordial Support 
of each of these industries, even in those 
fields in which there is to-day a certain 
amount of apathy. The proper proced- 
ure, of course, is first to have compe- 
tent patent authorities draw such a bill 
and then to submit this bill to the va- 
rious trade associations throughout the 
country for their consideration and con- 
structive criticisms. And, this being 
done, no difficulty should be met with 
at Washington, for, having already 
provided for the protection in this coun- 
try of the patented products of foreign 
manufacturers, Congress cannot consist- 
ently refuse to extend to American man- 
ufacturers the same protection under as 
reasonable conditions.

MAIL WAGON ACCIDENTS 








Due to Disregard of Traffic Rules 
at Crossings. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

With reference to your editorial comment tn 
THE TIMES of this morning upon the com- 
munication of James Stewart, Second As- 
sistant Postmaster Genera), with regard to 
the operation of mail trucks in this city, 
may I be permitted to point out that the 
fatalities consequent upon the driving of these 
trucks have not been due altogether to the 
speed, but more to the disregard of the police 
traffic regulations at crossings? 

During the years these regulat’ is have 
been in force the public has b. slowly 
educated to take advantage of them by wait- 
ing to travel paralle) with the vehicular traf- 
fic im crossing a street. The mail drivers, 
however, have, with lofty disregard of the 
regulations, long been in the habit of bregk- 
ing through the stream of traffic at right 
angles, and quite obviously this introduces 
an element of danger without regard to the 
speed at which such a course occurs. It is 
all the more hazardous because it is wholly 
unlooked for by pedestrians. 

A fallacious impression that the mall trucks 
are above the law seems to have grown up in 
New York, and this quite without reason 
or precedent so far as I have been able to 
ascertain, and Mr. Stewart's assertion that 
the mails would suffer in service if the pres- 
ent operation Is interfered with is but one 
of the specious pleas for special privilege 
which are as dangerous to a community as fs 
the personally sought privilege.

ART NOTES. 


Weinberg’s Pastels on View— 
American Pictures at Snedecor’s. 


At the Hotel Raymond is a collection 
of exhibitions arranged by the Picture- 
craft Shop, and, like most of the small 
exhibitions of this month and next, ad- 
dressed to the holiday public. Louis 
Weinberg’s pastels are a perfect illus- 
tration of what the word pastel conveys 
to the general public, pictures charming 
and delicate, in * “te, pure colors, and 
looking as evanescent as they are in 
reality permanent. Three or four char- 
acter studies of Jewish types are in a 
sturdier vein, and one head, of an old, 
bearded man, drawn on rough brown 
paper, is real and alive and quite vig- 
orous, 

Robert Wacik’s landscapes have the 
strength of color that seems to be the 
Bohemian inheritance. Wacik puts a 
white house inte a patch of sunlight 
and it blazes whiter than any house 
could outsige of a Bohemian picture, 
and his shadows are full of hot color. 
It doesn’t add up technically, perhaps, 
but there it {is for those who care for 
color that blazes and sun that shines. 
Harriet M. Olcott shows studies of east 
side life, the originals of illustrations, 
that also push home certain truths with 
an emphasis not to be gainsaid. The 
artist has the true caricaturist’s spirit, 


exaggerating what is characteristic at 
the expense of what is incidental or gen- 
eral. Her old crone, with a single and 
prominent tooth, in ‘ Driftwood” is 
concentrated down-and-outness. Her 
Gressy lady, for whom a simple child of 
natural beauty has been thrown over, 
is the pure essence of dressiness, just 
as the discarded child is simpler than 
simplicity. There is much energy in 
these studies* and much observation of 
life. The art is used a bit roughly as 
& means to an end, which Is much bet- 
ter than when it is made an end in it- 
self. With the paintings and drawings 
are shown a number of sculptures by 
| Joseph Krupka, several of them clever 
carvings in wood. 
*,* 

A group of American pictures is on 
view at the Snedecor Galleries until 
Dec. 4. It contains a picture by George 
Inness of the same period as his ‘‘ Peace 
and Plenty;” a ‘* Winter Landscape” 
by Eastman Johnson, a little square of 
glowing color by Blakelock, a large 
water color by D. W. Tryon that holds 
its own courageously in juxtaposition 
with full-blooded oils. There is a good 











little Lyme landscape by Charles 
Gruppe, and there is a _ beautiful 
“Sheepfold’”’ by Cariton Wiggins, 


whose translucent shadow and true 
draughtsmanship will ke more fully 
appreciated by the collectors of the 
future than they now are. 

In the window is a picture that has 
a perfectly true story as its reason for 
being. In Wyoming last Summer a 
couple of children were left alone in 
their home on the outskirts of a for- 
est, their parents having gone into 
town. A forest fire announced itself, 
and it was necessary to make a swift 
escape. They went to the barn, loos- 
ened the halter of a family mare and 


mounted her without saddle or bridle. 
The mare ran for all their lives with 
the children grabbing desperately at 
her mane, and R. W. Leigh, the well- 
known painter of Western drama, saw 
in the incident his opportunity for a 
story picture, one that would appeal 
to the Wyoming public perhaps more 
promptly than to New York, which is 
torgetting the look of a trusty horse. 

Other Western pictures by Mr. Leigh 
are to be put on exhibition next week 
at the opening of the new clubhouse of 
the Rocky Mountain Club.

At the Dudensing Galleries until Nov. 
29 is an exhibition of water-color 
sketches painted by William Prettyman 
at the Panama Canal last Winter. The 


topographical character has been scru- 
pulously preserved by the painter, while 
he also has succeeded in giving his 
sketches the spontaneity of work done 
on the spot.

OLD MASTERS AT $15 TO $45. 


Knellers, Lelys, and Gainsboroughs 
Cheaper Than Some Wall Paper. 


Prices not calculated to flatter the 
pride of old masters were fetched at a 
sale advertised as of antique and mod- 
ern paintings, watercolors and etchings, 
at Silo’s Fifth Avenue Art Galleries last 
night, to dispose of the collection of art 
works of Thumas Myers, who, according 
to the catalogue, is ‘‘a Yorkshireman 
long domiciled in Canada and the United 


States, with a pure eclecticism of Brit- 
ish taste that inclined him to selecting 
such canvases as those of Sir Godfrey 
Kneller and Wouwerman.” It was ex- 
plained by the auctioneer, James P. 
Silo, that Mr. Myers, who is in the seed 
business in Niagara Falls, was selling 
his collection because he desired to re- 
turn to his native England. 

Among the old masters whose names 
were connected with pictures in the cat- 
alogue were such celebrities as Sir God- 
frey Kneller, Sir Peter Lely, Thomas 
Gainsborough, ana@ Wouwerman. A 
‘“* Portrait of a Lady,’’ attributed to 
Kneller, brought $20; a ‘“ Portrait of 
Dean Swift,’’ according to the catalogue 
by Sir Godfrey Kneller, and ‘“ formerly 
in King Charles’s House, Worcester,’’ 
brought $15. <A portrait of William of 
Orange, also said to be by Sir Godfrey 
Kneller, and to have come ‘“ from the 
Guerdan Hall collection,’’ brought al- 
most a record price for the evening— 
$45—after the auctioneer had suggested 
that a St. Patrick’s Day parade might 
be headed by some one carrying it. 

A portrait of William of Orange, by 
Sir Godfrey, is in the Schwerin Gallery. 
It is not the one sold last night. 

“Knights in a Tournament,” ascribed 
by the catalogue to P. Wouwerman, was 
sold for $10 to Alfred N. Benjamin. 

A portrait of the Duke of Monmouth, 
set down on tne catalogue as by Sir 
Peter Lely, sold for $40 to W. Colley. 
At the death of Sir Peter Lely, who 
was the principal painter to King 
Charles II., his art works sold for £2t,- 
000, a great sum at the time. Last night 
Sir Peter could do no better than $40. 
There is a portrait of the Duke of Mon- 
mouth by Lely in the London National 
Portrait Gallery. It was not the one 
sold last night.

SERS A NEW ERA 
FOR PURE FOOD LAW 


Head of National Association 
Says Officials Are Now Work- 
ing for a Fixed Standard. 








FALSE LABELS MUST GO 


—_—_— 


This Will Be Accomplished, Wallis 
Asserts, Through the Adoption of 
a New Law Now in Preparation. 





The agencies having to do with the 
enforcement of the pure food law are 
beginning to work together to a degree 
thought to be impossible a year «ago, 
according to President James H. Wallis 
of the National Association of State and 
Federal Dairy, Food and Drug Officials. 
Mr. Wallis says this makes the open- 
ing of a new era in the enforcement of 
the laws against adulterated and unfit 
food. Mr. Wallis is in New York to 
confer with Ralph M. Easley, Chairman 
of the Executive Committee of the Na- 
tional Civic Federation upon ways and 
means to obtain amendments to the 
present pure food statutes. 

At the convention of the National As- 
sociation of State and Federal Dairy, 
Food and Drug Officials in Washington 
last week, President Wallis was author- 
ized to name a committee of three mem- 
bers to work with three members of the 
Association of Official Chemists and 
three members of the Bureau of Chemis- 
try in drawing up a new Pure Food 
law. Mr. Wallis has named the men to 
represent his organization upon this 
joint committee. It is planned to submit 
the new measure, to a committee of the 
National Civic Federation so that the 
Federation may decide in advance 
whether or not to support it upon its 
presentation to Congress, 

At his rooms in the Park Avenue 
Hotel yesterday Mr. Wallis told news- 
paper reporters some of the things he 
hopes to see new pure food law accom- 
plish. 

**In the first place,’’ he said, ‘‘ State 
officials—I am the Sanitary inspector 
and Pure Food Commissioner of the 
State of Idaho when at home—work in 
a jumble of confusing State laws. Some 
corn syrup reaches our State marked 
* glucose.’ We find that one State re- 
quires that this product shall be marked 
‘glucose’ and another that it shall be 
marked ‘corn syrup.’ Where they call 
it glucose we find the people reject it, 
thinking that it has something to do 
with glue. And where it is styled ‘ corn 
syrup’ they welcome it as beneficial. 

‘*We are going to end all that by 
united action. State officials are to- 
gether with the Bureau of Chemistry 
of the National Government for the first 
time, and so for the first time there 
will soon be a national standard of food 
products. When this happens no State 
will reject products that other States 
welcome, and no State will tolerate low- 
standard goods while other States are 
trying to observe high standards. 

**I found a higher type of delegate at 
our convention this year from the man 
encountered five years ago. The new 
delegates were determined, for one thing, 
to end the use of that fraudulent label, 
*‘ Guaranteed Under the Food and Drugs 
Act.” Jobbers have assured us they ac- 
cepted the goods we condemned because 
the Federal Government guaranteed 
them. We have condemned hundreds of 
cases of goods, and their owners have 
protested that we were violating a Fed- 
eral guarantee. 

‘“‘Then another thing we must obtain 
in the new pure food law is a clause 
giving the proper officials jurisdiction 
over labels. Fraudulent labeling isn’t 
prevented by the present law, especially 
in the case of blends. 

“* Coffee comes to the States in small 


packages that formerly bore the name 
of Mocha and Java. as that was a 
downright fraud, the Pure Food Inspec- 
tors prevented it. But now instead you 
get coffee that you can’t tell anything 
about from the label. It is ‘ Mother 
Jones’s Coffee,’ or some similar brand. 
Coffee by wholesale is bought in ten 
rades, and blends are of ‘ Rio Seven,’ 
or instance, and ‘Santos Hight.’ We 
plan to draw an amendment which will 
abolish the difference between whole- 
sale and retail trade terms and permit 
the consumer to know as much about 
the goods he buys as the wholesaler 
learns from the jobber. There won’t be 
any more secret ‘blends’ if Congress 
adopts the amendment on which Inspec- 
tors with experience are agreed. 

“In trying to clean up my own State 
I have had ‘a lot of trouble with goods 
from the outside. I enforced a regula- 
tion against local dealers, compelling 
them to keep their beef fly-proof all 
the way from the slaughter house to the 
butcher’s wrapping paper. 

“The lacal dealers complained that 
outside goods came in through mail or- 
der channels which would not bear the 
expense of our regulations. I seized one 
shipment from the outside. I was threat- 
ered with a law suit, so I went to 
Washington and had myself sworn in as 
a Federal Inspector. Then I ripped ali 
by-State seals off this bad shipment of 
goods and replaced them with United 
States Government seals. After that 1 
broke in and took the samples I wanted. 

“So I have had experience both as a 
Federal and as a State Inspector. It 
would be well if the Inspectors in every 
State hitched the Federal authortty to 
their State authority. Recently 1 found 
some bad tomatoes. I traced the cans 
containing them to jobbers, and got to- 
gether two car loads of the stuff. An 
important canner in Utah pleaded that 
he be allowed to ship the stuff back to 
save the packing boxes. I made a con- 
tract allowing him to do that. But he 
bragged in his home town that he 
wouldn’t have to destroy the goods, and 
belittled the condemnation. So I ripped 


off my State seals and put on United 
States seals. And as a Government ot- 
ficial I sent a deputy along with the 


shipment who saw that every can in it 
was destroyed. 

“ Now, that shipment of tomatoes was 
prepared under unsanitary conditions. 
No power at present can reach such con- 
ditions, so long as the food product is 
not found to be actually contaminated. 
That is a fatal defect in the Pure Food 
law which we hope to amend. 


“T handled that situation in Idaho by 
making regulations without specific 
warrant in law. ‘Fine us any amount 
you want, but don’t let the newspapers 
get the story” was the cry of those 


whose shops were not sanitary. So [ 
took a camera squad along and had pho- 
tographs made. When they loomed up 
in the front pages of the newspapers 
there Was a scurrying to make improve- 
ments which mere fines would not have 
accomplished.

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EDUCATION BOARD 
TO ANSWER BUTLER 


His Charges Against President 
Churchill, It Will Contend, Are 
Unsupported by Facts. 


FIGHT TURNS ON MAXWELL 


His Supporters, It Is Said, Urge 
Attack on Churchill—Women 
Teachers Active in Battle. 


While those who signed with Presi- 
dent Butler of Columbia University the 
letter to Mayor Kline opposing the re- 
appointment of Thomas W. Churchill 
to the Board of Education declined yes- 
terday to add anything to the letter it- 
self, Mr. Churchill’s supporters in the 
board considered the letter at Some 
length. 

At a meeting of a majority of the 


Commissioners, lasting most of the aft- 
ernoon, a letter to Mayor Kline was 
drawnup. ‘This will serve as the board's 
official answer to President Butler's 
charges. It was not made public last 
night, as the Commissioners held it 
would be improper to do so before it 
had reached the Mayor’s office. 

It is understood that the letter is 
brief, and denies totally President But- 
ler’'s charges that the board has been 
deteriorating for the past two years 
and that the merit system of making 
promotions is in danger. 

The members of the Board of Educa- 
tion also considered yesterday an article 
written by President Butler for The 
Educational Review. It was held that 
the data set forth therein can be an- 
swered, and will be answered by the 
board, if Mayor Kline desires it to do so. 

Mayor Kline has received a much in- 
creased number of letters on the ques- 
tion of selecting a successor to Mr. 
Churchill or reappointing him since 
President Butler’s letter was published. 
One from Alfred J. Talley, attorney for 
Mrs. Bridget Piexotto, the ‘‘ mother 
teacher,’’ whose reinstatement after her 
removal by the Board of Education was 
recently ordered by the Supreme Court, 
indorsed Mr. Churchill, and read: 

In view of what appears to be an inspired 
opposition to the reappointment of Com- 
missioner Churchill to the Board‘of Educa- 
tion, I take the liberty of saying that, in 
my opinion, the failure to reappoint Mr. 
Churchill would result in great detriment 
to the scnool system of this city. 

A considerable part of my recent profes- 
sional activities have been in opposition to 
some of the policies of the present Board 
of Education and its predecessors. It has 
been necessary for me for several years 
past to know what the Board of Education 
has been doing, and how it has been doing 
it, and my professional attitude has gener- 
ully and necessarily been one of opposition 
to many of their rulings, but that profes- 
sional attitude has not altered my earnest 
convictions that under the Presidency of 
Mr. Churchill the board has made distinct 
and commendable p-ogress. : 

What the educational system has needed 
most is simplification of teaching methods 
and subjects, more thoroughness, fewer 
ornamentals, a curriculum based upon the 
need of real education, and not upon the 
pedagogic fads, fancies, and vagaries of 
the hour, 

Your late predecessor knew the defects of 
the system and designated Mr. Churchill 
to correct them. He and his associates 
have made a record of accomplishment 
along progressive lines, and it is incon- 
ceivable that the work done by them would 
be now negatived by a failure to appoint 
the one man who has given so much time 
and endeavor to so‘important a work. 

Many of the teachers agreed yester- 

day that the present agitation was really 
the result of the fight for control be- 
tween President Churchill and Supt. 
Maxwell. They were both strong men, 
they explained, neither of whom had 
ever been accustomed to yielding to any 
one else. Then President Churchill 
mapped out a policy for the supression 
of Supt Maxwell, and counted on his 
own reappointment by Mayor Gaynor, 
to carry it out. 

A majority of the board, it was 
said, were in harmony with this idea, 
and these commissioners had _ been 
rather disconcerted by the sudden out- 
break of hostility to the President, as 
soon as it became evident that through 
the death of Mayor Gaynor he could no 
longer count on reappointment. 

Abraham Flexner, one of those who 
signed the protest submitted to Mayor 
Kline by President Butler, was quoted 
yesterday as being in favor of qa radical 
reorganization of the board and. the 

appointment of educational experts in 
place of the present ‘‘lay'’ members. 
Seth Low, who also signed the protest, 
declined at his home in New Bedford 
to discuss the nature of the evidence 
at hand to support the statements it 
contained. 

Otto T. Bannard said he was not ac- 
customed to put his name to petitions 
without having facts to support the 
assertions, He referred inquirers to 
President Butler’s Educational Review 
article for the data upon which the 
charges were made, 

The women teachers have entered the 
field as un organization and are issuing 
blank petitions to be signed by those 
who favor Mr, Churchill. This letter 
has been sent out by the Interborough 
Association of Women Teachers:

New Suite by Max Reger—Kra- 
mer, Concert Master, Soloist. 


A new composition by Max Reger, his 
“ Ballet Suite,” Op. 130, was played for 
the first time in New York at last eve- 
ning’s concert of the Philharmonic So- 
ciety, and was found interesting and at- 
tractive in a measure beyond many of 
the prolific German composer's works 
that have been heard here. It is one of 
his latest—though in the case of one who 
so frequently bestows new ones on the 
world it would be dangerous to say that 
it was his very latest. It had a special 
interest for the audience of the Phil- 
harmonic Society from the fact that it 
is dedicated to Mr. Stransky, who 
brought it with him on his return this 
Autumn to New York. 

Reger has dropped or concealed much 
of his contrapuntal severity in the six 
movements of this suite. which moves 


in the imaginary world of a pantomime, 
and is concerned with the conventional 
chdracters of the ballet, Columbine, 
Harlequin, Pierrot, and Pierrette, with 
a Valse d’Amour, and gives in addition 
an Entrée and a Finale. There is play 
of fancy in the six movements, and 
though the composer uses only a mod- 
erate orchestral apparatus he uses it 
with much skill in gaining varied and 
delicate orchestral tints. There is some- 
thing alluring in the amorous languor 
of the ‘‘ Columbine ” and in the unstable 
kaleidoscopic harmony of the ‘ Harle- 
quin’’ with its abrupt and unexpected 
ending. <A ‘cello solo is the principal 
feature of the ‘‘ Pierrot,’’ but tnere are 
many interesting tragmentary sugges- 
tions in the orchestral treatment that are 
left undeveloped. The ‘‘Valse d’Amour 

perforce invites comparison with cer- 
tain noted specimens of this genre. It 
is not without distinction in its insinu- 
ating melody, and was immediately 
called for a second time. 

The suite is one of the more interest- 
ing of Reger’s orchestral works, though 
far from one of his most pretentious. 
He has made a small amount of musical 
idea go a good way in it, but there is 
enough more than skill and craftsman- 
ship in it to give it value among the 
meagre orchestral productions of recent 
years, 8 

The orchestra played the “Ballet Suite 
unusually well, with fine finish, and a 
full exposition of the rich and delicate 
orchestra color. Mr. Stransky conducted 
it with obvious zeal and enthusiasm. 
There was much brilliancy and dash, 
too, in its performance of the overture 
to Mozart’s ‘‘ Marriage of Figaro.’’ The 
last number was Tschaikowsky’s Fourth 
Symphony, with which Mr. Stransky is 
in fullest sympathy. 

The new concertmaster of the orches- 
tra, Mr. Leopold Kramer, made his first 
appearance here as a solo player in Max 
Bruch’s second violin concerto. It was 
a praiseworthy performance; not that 
of a great virtuoso, but intelligent and 
in many ways musical. Mr. Kramer's 
tone is not all that it might be in beau- 
ty, warmth, or power; nor has his play- 
ing all the finish and precision expected 
from one who devotes himself wholly to 
the playing of concertos, which it could 
hardly be expected to have. But he won 
the approval of the audience, as was 
made evident. 


American Premiere of Franchetti’s 
Opera—Ruffo in Title Role. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 20.—‘* Christo- 
foro Colombo,” a historical grand opera, 
by Alberto Franchetti, who also wrote 
“Germania,” received to-night its first 
performance in this country by the 
Philadelphia-Chicago Grand Opera Com- 
pany at the Metropolitan Opera House. 
Titta Ruffo sang the title réle, and 
Rosa Raisa, a coloratura soprano, made 
her first American appearance as Queen 
Isabella. 

The story is unusually simple. The 
first act takes place in the convent of 
St. Stephen, Salamanca, where Colum- 
bus unfolds to Isabella the wonderful 
prospect of discovery he has in view; 
the second, aboacd the good ship Santa 
Maria, from which the first glimpses of 
America are had, and the third, at the 
tomb of IsabeNa, in the Cathedral of 
Medina, where Columbus dies. E 

The scenery was elaborate, and prin- 
cipals and chorus were attired in fif- 
teenth century costumes.

GEN. BOOTH TO MERT | RtUAL MURDER IN PLAY. | NEW TENOR SINGS 


ESTRANGED BROTHER 


The Past Is Past, and We Ought 
Not to Keep Alive Ancient 
Grudges, He Says. 


‘ 


ARMIES WON'T CONSOLIDATE 


Talks of New Homes for Girls Where 
They Can Entertain Male Friends 
or Be Courted by Them. 


Gen. Bramwell Booth, commander-in- 
chief of the Salvation Army, outlined 
at the Army Headquarters, in Four- 
teenth Street, yesterday the plans he 
has formed for his organization as 4 
result of his visit to this country and 
Canada. It was evident from his talk 
that there would be no amalgamation 
of the Salvation Army and the Volun- 
teers of America, at the head of which 
is his brother, Ballington Booth, whom 
he has not seen or spoken to in sev- 
enteen years. 

“T have written to my brother Bal- 
lington asking to see him,’”’ said Gen. 
Booth gently, ‘and we shall meet. I 
am going to meet him as my brother, 
and I hope as my friend. The past is 
the past, and we ought not keep alive 
ancient differences or grudges. As for 
an amalgamation of our two organiza- 
tions, I do not think he desires that, 
and I do not want to put him in a po- 
sition of being obliged to say that it 
is he who is holding out against that. 
So I would rather not discuss that mat- 
ter.” 

Gen. Booth said the meeting would 
take place in this city tn the next few 
days. He admitted that he had not 
been informed by his brother in the 
latter’s letter of any unwillingness on 
Ballington Booth’s part to amalgamate 
the rival armies, but he said he knew 
his brother was opposed to that. 

“There is much to be said on both 
sides of the question as to whether or 
not there is a dissipation of strength 
in having two great organizations en- 
gaged in the same work,” explained 
Gen. Booth. ‘‘ Christianity has been 
helped fully as much by having its 
views impressed upon different men 
from different angles as by approaching 
them with one avenue of appeal. If I 
I for example, I would 
not bring to an end the Church of Rome, 
although I am not in sympathy with 
its views, but with those of Protestant- 
ism. The human mind is a cosmos, and 
One man receives the truth by entirely 
different channels than another.” 


Plans New Homes for Girls. 


Gen. Booth said he had grown to like 
the United States and Canada vastly. 
He found the Salvation Army here as 
loyal and efficient as that in England 
and was determined to call some of its 


officers to England or to missionary 
fields in the East in the near future. 
He was especially gratified by the in- 
crease in numbers of the army here 
and by its spread into new areas. 

“One thing we are going to take up 
in connection with our campaign against 
vice from this time forth,’ said Gen. 
Booth, “is work on a large scale to 
provide home influences for young girls 
now lacking it. We are going to estab- 
lish lodges, hotels, and homes for them 
on various principles; some conducted 
on the order of a regular hotel and oth- 
ers more like a private home, but all 
on lines that will permit of the girls 
meeting young men whom they may 
care to meet and ultimately marry. 

‘“‘T think we shall come out with a 
semi-boarding house with a mother for 
every twenty girls. The mother will 
devote her whole life and service to the 
interests of her twenty charges. At 
present many young people who may 
want to get married have no place to 
meet and become acquainted except 
the streets or dance hails, and the mari- 
tal unhappiness and divorce harvest is 
the result. If we establish these homes 
a@ young man can be brought home by 
a girl, entertained with tea and talk, 


‘and remain there pleasantly for an hour 


or_ two.” 

Gen. Booth said his experience in the 
Salvation Army, where men and women 
work side by side both in the ranks 
and in command, had made him in- 
clined to give women the same privi- 
leges as men in the political field also. 


Women Good Governors of Men. 

“* Much to our surprise,’’ he said, ‘‘ we 
found that women did just as efficient 
work as men under conditions of equali- 


ty in the Salvation Army. We found 
that the woman with a gift was just 
as good a governor as the man. Wo- 
men have been proverbially good gov- 
ernors and managers of men. I depre- 
cate, however, the militant suffragette 
nonsense as an injury to the suffrage 
cause itself. My interest in the matter, 
of course, iS purely humanitarian, not 
political.” 

Miss Evangeline Booth, the General's 
sister, commander of the Salvation 
Army in America, who was present at 
the interview, explained that she was 
decidedly in favor of votes for women, 
although not in symathy with the mili- 
tant suffragette movement in England. 

One matter in which Gen. Booth con- 
sidered ,this country far behind en- 
lightened countries of Europe, he said, 
was in the prevalence of child labor in 
the slums of big cities reported to him 
by the Salvation Army workers. 

“This matter {is the more important 
to you in America,’ he said, ‘‘ because 
of the complex population that you re- 
ceive—population that is often not of 
the highest level. It is incumbent upon 
you, therefore, to see to it that the chil- 
dren of this class of your population 
shall not bo stunted, but raised to a 
higher level than that of their parents. 

‘* Your great problems in this country, 
problems which the Salvation Army 
must deal with, are those of the slums, 
of overcrowding and of a mixed popula- 
tion. Wherever the Salvation Army is 
working there has been a marked de- 
crease of poverty and the attendant 
moral evils. In England we are de- 
creasing poverty through our recent la- 
bor and social legislation—old-age pen- 
sions and the like—and I consider the 
labor troubles there a healthy sign of 
the stirring and upward striving of 
British labor. The Britisher is a thrift- 
less beggar, if I may put it so, and the 
labor laws are doing much to stimulate 
him into habits of greater thrift.” 


Army to Invade Far East. 


Gen. Booth announced that he was 
going to organize a series of gréat new 
crusades of missionary work for China, 
Japan, and other Eastern countries, 
sending out not parties of tens or hun- 
dreds, but parties of thousands of Sal- 
vation Army workers to devote their 
lives to the Christianization of those 
lands. 

In expressing his thanks to the people 
and press of the country for the kind 
reception given to him, Gen. Booth said: 
““T. came hére practically a stranger to 
the world, having spent most of my life 
in executive work under my father—a 
wonderful old fellow, a wonderful old 
fellow! Of course, I had drunk in some 
of his spirit, coming into closer contact 
with him than any other person. But I 
Was not prepared for the wonderful re- 
ception accorded me here.” 

A reception will be tendered to Gen. 
Booth by Mayor Kline to-morrow morn- 
ing, on which occasion the Mayor will 
make a speech of welcome from the 
stéps of the City Hall, and Gen. Booth 
will reply to him. There will be a pa- 
rade of 2,000 or 3,000 Salvation Army 
workers from Chambers Street to the 
City Hall. 

On Sunday morning and evening Gen. 
Booth will speak in the Lyric Theatre. 
On Sunday afternoon he will address a 
mass nieeting in Carnegie Hall, at 
which District Attorney Charles S. 
Whitman will preside. The honorary 
Vice Presidents for this meeting include 
Police Commissioner Rhinelander Wal- 
do, Fire Commissioner Joseph Johnson, 
Assistant District Attorney Frank Moss, 
4 Depew, 
the Rev. Dr. S. Parks Cadman, the Rev. 
Dr. Charles H. Parkhurst, and Lloyd C. 
Griscom. 

Gen .Booth will sail for home on the 
France on Wednesday morning. A pa- 
rade of Salvation Army workers from 
many States will escort him to the 
steamship. 








Adier Acting in His Stage Version 
of Beiliss Case to Crowds. 


While uptown vaudeville managers 
have been making offers to Mendel 
Beiliss, who was charged with the mur- 
der of the Russian boy Yuschinsky in 
Kieff, Jacob P, Adler has dramatized 
the case and is playing it nightly to 
packed houses in his East Side Theatre. 

Before the case was completed Adler 
had begun to play his stage version, 


and as the murder trial progressed, as 
reported by cable in the newspapers, 
Adler kept adding to and chang the 
play to make it conform to the facts. 
In ‘its present version the play now 
ends with the acquittal of Beiliss, but 
for several days the end of the drama 
came when the man was taken to 
ocort charged with the murder of the 
aa. 

The play shows the murder of the 
boy by Vera Tscheberiak in her den by 
the gang who are full of hatred for the 
Jews. The second act shows the home 
of Mendel Beiliss and his arrest, and the 
third act takes place in the jail, where 
the Rabbi of Kieff assures the prisoner 
that he has the support and protection 
of the Jews of the entire world. There 
is a powerful scene in the synagogue 
in which the Rabbi reads the Hebrew 
prayer for the man charged with mur- 
der. The last act takes place in the 
court room and the trial scene is a 
terrible arraignment of Russia. 

The play, although crude, is very 
dramatic. Plans are on foot to present 
the darama for one performance at 
least in a Broadway theatre. 


NOTED THEOLOGIAN DEAD. 


Rev. Dr. Herrick Johnson Was 
Presbyterian Author and Educator. 


The Rev. Dr. Herrick Johnson, a na- 
tional figure in the Presbyterian Church 
and well known as an author and edu- 
cator, was found dead in hed yesterday 


at his home tn Philadelphia. Dr. John- 
son Was one of the foremost theologians 
of the Presbyterian Church and had 
written many books dealing with re- 
ligious subjects. He was 81 years old. 

In 1910, when Dr. Johnson was 78 
years old, he married Miss Margaret 
Duncan of Louisville, Ky., who was 
more than fifty years his junior. They 
became acquainted a year before the 
marriage, strolling on the boardwalk in 
Atlantic City. 

Dr. Johnson was born at Kaughnewaga, 
N. Y. He was graduated from Hamil- 
ton College in 1857 and from the Au- 
burn Theological Seminary in 1860. He 
served in churches in Troy, N. Y.; Pitts- 
burgh, Chicago, and Philadelphia, and 
was a Professor of Theology at Auburn 
Theological Seminary and Professor of 
Homiletics at the McCormick Theolog- 
ical Seminary at Chicago. He was 
Moderator of the Presbyterian General 
Assembly in 1882. 

Dr. Johnson was the author of ‘‘Chris- 
tianity’s Challenge,” ‘“‘ Revivals: Their 
Place and Power,” “ Plain Talks About 
the Theatre,” ‘‘ Presbyterian Book of 
Forms,’’ ‘‘ From Love to Praise,’”’ and 
“The Ideal Ministry.’’

James Edward Rice, head of the firm 
of James E. Rice & Sons, 49 South 
Street, Manhattan, died yesterday at 
his home, 69 Morton Street, Brooklyn, 
of cirrhosis of the liver. The firm 
founded by Mr. Rice was one of the 
largest forwarding agencies in the city.

NEW GRAFT CHARGE 


Brings In Ex-Capt. Riley’s Name 
in Answering Cohen Confession 
in Wire-Tapping Scandal, 


NO OFFICER NAMED BEFORE 


Deputy Commissioner Says Retired 


Captain Was Never Employed 
on Wiretapping Cases. 


Second Deputy Police Commissioner 
George S. Dougherty issued a statement 
yesterday in connection with the charge 

{made by ex-Detective Alexander Cohen, 
; who on Wednesday confessed to District 
i Attorney Whitman and Assistant Dis- 
'trict Attorney Groehl that he had served 
las a ‘“‘go between’”’ in carrying graft 
| from the ‘‘ wire-tappers’”’ to a retired 
; Police Captain. Cohen said this Cap- 
tain told him that he took the graft on 
behalf of persons ‘“‘ higher up ’”’ in the 
'Police Department. Dougherty’s state- 
ment was unexpected, and when it was 
shown to District Attorney Whitman he 
glanced over it and remarked: ‘‘ Noth- 
ing to say.’’ 

In none of the information given out 
at the Criminal Court Building has the 
name of any police official ‘‘ higher up” 
been mentioned, nor has the name of 
the retired Captain referred to by Cohen 
been given out. In his statement Dough- 
erty asserted that at no time while he 
was connected with the Detective Bu- 
reau, nor at any other time, did ex- 

| Police Capt. Dominick Riley have any- 
thing to do with the investigation of 
the activities of the wire-tappers. Capt. 
Riley, who retired from thé force last 
week, is now under subpoena to appear 
before the Grand Jury in the course of 
the investigation that District Attorney 
Whitman and Mr. Groehl, his assistant, 


are conducting into the graft paid by 
the wire-tappers. 

Commissioner Dougherty, it was said 
at Police Headquarters, considered that 
it was his duty to make ‘a statement 
of some kind” in reply to newspaper 
stories having to do with the investiga- 
tion now being made by the District 
Attorney. 


“Referring to the statements alleged 
to have been made by ex-Detective 
Alexander Cohen,”’ Commissioner 
Dougherty says in his statement, ‘ the 
records of this department show that 
he was assigned as a detective on Nov. 
19, 1910. On Jan: 24, 1912, he was 
transferred from the Detective Bureau 
at my request, and he resigned from 
the Police Department Feb. 16, 1912. 

“May 5, 1912, Dominick G. Riley 
worked under the supervision of the Po- 
lice Commissioner until Aug. 20, 1912, 
when he was transferred to the De- 
tective Division. Nov. 6, 1912, he was 
transferred from the Detective Division, 
and during this, and at no time prior 
thereto, did Lieut. Dominick G. Riley 
engage in the investigation, by my di- 
rection, of any wiretapping complaints.” 

Mr. Dougherty goes on to tell at great 
length of the efforts made under his di- 

rection to arrest all the wire tappers 
concerned in swindling Simeon M. Jones 
of Pittsburgh, and others. Beyond what 
was contained !n the statement Com- 

missioner Dougherty refused to say 9 
word yesterday in regard to the charges 
of the wire tappers that they paid graft 
to the police.

EFENDS FIRE DEPARTMENT 


uerin In Tilt at Meeting of the 
Women’s Federation. 

The Public Safety Committee of the 
New York City Federation of Women’s 
Clubg had its hands full at its meeting 
at the Hotel Astor yesterday morning. 
H. F, J. Porter told the committee, of 
which Mrs. Robert Francis Cortwright 
is Chairman, of the need of fire walls 
in loft buildings and fire doors on each 
floor to afford escape from one building 
to another in case of fire. Frederick 
H. Elliott, President of the Travel Club, 
was there to ask the club workers to 
aid him and his club in getting pedes- 
trians to show more consideration for 
vehicular traffic at crossings, and 
John Brower of the West End Associa- 
tion presented a list of hotels and Tres- 
taurants which have rigid revolving 
doors. These, he said, were a menace 
to life in case of panic, 

Chief Guerin of the Bureau of Fire 
Prevention was present for the Fire De- 
partment to talk about the revolving 
doors, and he grew a little warm as he 
discussed the subject. He said the Fire 
Department had done and was doing all 
it could in the matter, and he asserted 


that it was not going to be “rushed” 
by a body of women. 

“A suggestion has come to the depart- 
ment that there is a great deal of undue 
ardor about this matter of collapsible 
doors,’ said he. ‘‘ It has been impressed 
with the idea that some one has a spe- 
cial interest in them.” : 

“JT am the man you are talking 
about,” said Mr. Brower, coming for- 
ward amiably, ‘‘ and I have no personal 
interest in the matter at all. I am out 
of business. Commissioner Johnson said 
the revolving doors were dangerous, 
and I made up this list.’ 

‘“ We have acted in perfect good faith 
in the matter,’ went on Chief Guerin. 
“We have put on one Inspector—all we 
could spare. We have conditions to deal 
with that would make you tremble, and 
much more important, we think, than 
collapsible doors. We have found many 
of the places that you have named ade- 
quate. We are not in favor of revolving 
doors at all, but we will not be budged 
by any club or any federation of clubs. 
This is a government of laws and not 
of men. There has been enough pres- 
sure brought to bear on _us in this mat- 
ter to revolutionize all New York. 

“There is only one corporation mak- 
ing doorg of the collapsible type, and 
you are throwing this work into the 
hands of a corporation. We will do 
whatever we can, but we will not give 
in to a monopoly. The department has 
greatly reduced the number of fires in 
this city in the last two years.” 

As Chief Guerin departed the commit- 
tee told him that it thoroughly appre- 
ciated the Fire Department and that it 
did the finest work done in the city. 

Mr, Brower said that there was a fire 
regulation covering revolving doors, and 
the women decided to send a letter to 
the Fire Department. 

“The Commissioner told me he had 
the power to close places not complying 
with the law,” said Mr. Brower. ‘‘ The 
work has been going on since August, 
and the worst places have not been 
closed yet.” 


SASANOFF HELD FOR TRIAL. 


Opera Singer’s Child Corroborated 
Mother’s Story of Assault. 


After an examination in the Morrl- 
sania Court yesterday afternoon Max 
Sasanoff, singer of the Century Opera 
Company, was held for trial on the 
charge of assault preferred by his wife, 
Rose, who says he knocked her sense- 
less in his mother’s home at 915 Pros- 
pect Avenue, the Bronx.

ONE JEALOUS OF VICTIM 


Disappearance of S. Lewis Pinker- 


ton Cleared Up by Officials 
of Media. 


MEDIA, Penn., Nov. 20.—The myste- 
rious disappearance of S. Lewis Pinker- 
ton, a Delaware County tax collector, 
was cleared up to-day when two farm 
hands confessed that they had killed 
him, and led the officers to a lonely 
spot in the woods where they had buried 
the body. The self-confessed slayers 
are Roland S. Pennington and George 
Marsh of Glenn Mills, Penn. Jealousy 
and robbery were the motives for the 
killing. 

Pinkerton, who was 26 years old, van- 
ished on Nov. 7. He had $800 in his 
pockets, and it was suspected at once 
that he had been murdered. The sus- 
picions of the county officers were di- 
rected to Pennington and Marsh and 
they were arrested yesterday. 

Under close questioning they admit- 
ted that they had killed the tax col- 
lector, and in the darkness of the early 
morning the accused men led the offi- 
cers to the woods and with the aid of 
lanterns uncovered the body, which had 
been thrown into a hole and hidden with 
leaves. Pinkerton’s skull had been 
crushed and his body riddled with shot 

March, in his confession, said he had 
suspected Pinkerton of being too friend- 
ly with his wife, but the police said 
they believed there was no ground for 
the suspicion. March told his sus- 
picions to Pennington and, according 
to the confession, March went so far as 
to suggest killing Pinkerton and taking 


his money. The three men met in a 
barn and Pinkerton was felled with a 
blackjack and shot. 

Besides being Tax Collector, Pinkerton 
was the manager of four farms, and 
the accused men were employes on one 
of the places. 


PRODS NEW HAVEN HEADS. 


Must Reorganize Soon or Face Anti- 
Trust Suit, Says McReynolds. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—Unless the 
Directors of the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad speed up their 
plans for reorganization of the company 
to conform to the Sherman anti-trust 


law, Attorney General McReynolds in- | 


tends to take the matter into the courts. 
This was made plain to-day when the 
Attorney General, Howard Elliott, 
Chairman of the New Haven Board of 
Directors, and John W. H. Crim of the 
Yrailroad’s counsel, talked over the New 
England transportation problem at the 
Department of Justice. 

Mr. Elliott reported on the work done 
by the committee of Directors appointed 
more than a month ago to look into re- 
organization of the trolley, steamship, 
and railroad holdings of the New Haven. 
The Attorney General indicated that he 
was not disposed to hurry into the 
courts, but the Directors must show a 
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willingness not only to investigate, but 
to act. 

Mr. McReynolds has taken the posi- 
tion in several anti-trust suits that if 
possible he prefers to accomplish the 
end desired without resort to legal pro- 
ceedings, 

It is said in official circles that tnfor- 
mation has come to Washington that the 
efforts of Chairman Elliott to meet the 
requirements of the Government have 
not been fully supported by the New 
Haven Directors. 


Spectal to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, Nov. 20.—The intimation 
from Washington that the Directors 
of the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railroad are not in sympathy with 
Chairman Elliott in his reforms caused 
surprise here. George Von L. Meyer, 
Chairman of the Stockohlders’ Protec- 
tive Committee, said to-night that he 
had heard nothing of the sort. Not a 
Director of the company who resides in 
Boston could be found.

They were claimed by 
the importers to be dutiable either at 
20 per cent. as unenumerated articles, 
or at 25 per cent. ad valorem as manu- 
factures of wax. The board sustained 
the claim for 20 per cent. duty. The 
court, however, held that the rate of 
25 per cent. was controlling. 

Hensel, Burckmann & Lorbacher were 
sustained in a controversy relating to 
knitted silk mufflers, which were as- 
sessed for duty by the Collector at New 
York, at 60 per cent. as goods of silk. 
They were claimed dutiable at 50 per 
cent., as silk mufflers. The board’s 
action in overruling the contention was 
reversed by the court.

kind of leather, he said, and two pairs 
of shoes made from the same hide and 
trimmings often show a wide variance 
in their resistance to hard usage. The 
returning vogue of patent leather shoes 
will mean loss to retailers who guar- 
antee them, he maintained, for this kind 
of leather never can be depended on. 
The authority in question also cited the 
case of a truckman who wore out three 
pairs of heavy shoes within the life of 
a guarantee given on the first pair, and 
said that if that kind of shoe failed to 
wear, the lighter footgear worn by the 
average consumer could hardly guard 
against the risk entailed in a guarantee.

Traders a Trifle Less Idle— 
Prices Recede—The Frisco 


_ Investigation. 





Stocks became a little more active and 
a little weaker yesterday, but at the 
same time trading was stagnant much 
of the day. There was no heavy selling 
or large buying in any quarter of the 
list but scattered liquidation and tired 


traders’ sales sufficie® to carry prices 


down fractionally. Among the stocks 


which figured most largely in the day’s 
small total Amalgamated Copper was 
the one to suffer most. Emphasis was 
laid upon the very slack demand for 


copper which has been forcing conces- 
sions in prices, but there were no new 
developments yesterday along this line. 
Interest was taken in the outline of 
Provisional President Huerta’s message 


to Congress, which was cabled from 
Mexico City, but this interest appeared 


more academic than practical. After 


having for a considerable period held 
itself in a state of expectancy regarding 
the Mexican situation looking from day 
to day for some startling happening in 
that quarter the stock market has now 
drifted into an attitude of indifference 


toward the Mexican problem in which it 


seems as a matter of fact to be expect- 
ing nothing to happen there so far as 
any change in our relations with Mexico 
are concerned. It is possible of course 
that a quick awakening from this at- 
titude will come, but the market was 


not disposed yesterday to look for any 


such change. 

Money grows easier and offers in- 
creased encouragement to corporate bor- 
rowers who have financing to do in the 
near future. The New York Connect- 
ing Railway issue guaranteed by the 
New Haven and by the Pennsylvania 
was yesterday’s contribution to the sup- 
ply of new securities. The bonds were 
offered on a 4.80 per cent. basis, the 
same rate at which a Chicago & North 
Western subsidiary issue was offered a 
few weeks ago and were nearly all taken 
before the end of the day. The financial 
community was free yesterday from the 
rumor mongering of the previous day 
Which was the cause of so much in- 
convenience to the houses whose names 
were wantonly used, but which fortu- 
nately failed to bring about the dis- 
turbance which apparently it was in- 
tended to create. The statement regard- 
ing the matter issued by the Stock Ex- 
change on Wednesday contributed ap- 
parently to the quieting of these rumors 
whose disappearance was perhaps the 
best proof that they were unfounded. 

The financial community was not so 
much preoccupied with other matters 
that it did not have time to discuss with 
much interest the facts which are being 
brought out in the hearing by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission into the 
causes which led up to the receiver- 
ship of the St. Louis & San Francisco 
Railroad. It cannot be said that Wall 
Street was surprised by the facts which 
this investigation is bringing out. What 
the inquiry is doing is to supply definite 
figures in respect to transactions about 
whose general character the financial 
community has long been fairly well 
informed. There may be bankers and 
railroad men who can so evenly hold the 
scales of fairness that their judgment 
would in no wise be warped by the 
chance of large personal profits through 
the sale of properties to a corporation 
in which they are Directors and of 
whose stockholders they are in effect 
trustees. But even under such condi- 
tions this double role in the manage- 
ment of corporations should not be at- 
tempted because it is necessarily open 
to suspicion. It is natural that the fi- 
nancial community should be regret- 
ting the facts which this Frisco inquiry 
is bringing into clear relief if for no 
higher motive than that they neces- 
sarily tend to lessen confidence in cor- 
poration management. Inferences from 
such facts are not as a rule drawn dis- 
criminatingly and as a consequence cor- 
porations as a whole suffer to some ex- 
tent. It will not be surprsing if the 
facts being brought out in this Frisco 
investigation should strengten the senti- 
ment in favor of greater publicity in re- 
spect to all essential facts bearing on 
such inter-corporate transactions as 
were involved in the expansion of the 
Frisco system.

Moreover, they are eX- 
pected to lower the rate established last 
June, when the long-time 8 per cent. 

At 
to-day’s meeting the Directors will make 


the rate 4 per ccnt. if Chairman El- 
Hott’'s recommendations are adopted. 


The New Haven will not have any mar- 
gin left after the payment of even this 
moderate rate unless earnings soon 
make a turn for the better. The two 
cuts in the dividend will cost the stock- 
holders in the aggregate $7,200,000 a 
year, but will, of course, lighten the 
company’s heavy load to that extent and 
facilitate the work of rehabilitation, 
which is being carried on as fast as the 
company’s finances will allow.

Copper Shares Attract Bears. 


Of the list of stocks which are specu- 
lative favorites only Amalgamated and 
American Smelting & Refining ended 
yesterday's session with declines in ex- 
cess of a point. The dominant feature of 
the day was “slow’”’ selling, but with the 
exception of these copper issues, the 
demand for. stocks was_ extensive 
enough at intervals to reduce losses be- 
fore the close. The Street knew on 
Wednesday that copper metal had been 
depressed nearly 1% cents a pound from 
the price previously quoted by the 
large selling interests, but the market 
that day proved impervious to numer- 
ous disturbing matters. The recession 
in the price of copper metal lost none 
of its force as a bearish item, however, 
by being left over night for recognition, 
and it was supplemented by cable 
despatches saying that miners at the 
Rio Tinto properties in Spain had gone 
back to work after a strike of several 
weeks. The Rio Tinto mines do not 
turn out a great deal of copper as re- 
lated to world production, yet the fact 
that their quota would be added to the 
supplies in refiners’ hands occupied a 
prominent place in gdssip of the Street.

Although there has been a very active 
market for Standard Oil subsidiary 
shares in the past year, records go to 
show that holdings have been concen- 
trated instead of being distributed more 
widely than in 1912. Reports made to 
Dow, Jones & Co. from twenty-one 
companies in the Standard Oil group 
show that the total number of share- 
holders in these concerns on June 30, 
1912, was 96,468, while on the same 
date this year the same stocks were 
owned by 82,326 shareholders. Standard 
Oll of New Jersey, which is looked upon 
with especial favor by investors, gained 
450 shareholders, and there were also 
slight additions to the number of 
owners of the stock of the Standard 
Oil of New York and Standard Oil 
of California but the losses were re- 
corded for the others.

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SENATE TO TACKLE 
THREE MONEY BILLS 


Measures Bristling with 
Differences. 


DEBATE BEGINS NEXT WEEK 


Currency Committee, Unable to 
Agree, Decides to Let Upper 
House Solve the Problem Itself. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTQN, Nov, 20.—All hope 
of inducing the Banking and Currency 
Committee of the Senate to arrive at 
even the appearance of an agreement 
on the Owen-Glass bill ended at the 
committee's brief session this morning. 
The Senators then agreed that any at- 
tempt to bring together the variously 
phrased items even on phases of the 
bill over which no fundamental dis- 
agreement had arisen would be a: mere 
waste of time. They therefore decided 
to throw the whole subject into the 
Senate embodied in three separate bills 
and. let the Senate piece together a co- 


herent measure to suit itself. 

The three bills will be the Owen-Glass 
measure as it passed the House, for 
which absolutely no support has been 
found in the Senate committee; a 
slightly modified form of the House 
bill, which .has the support of Demo- 
crats of the committee, and a bill dif- 
fering from the House measure in every 
fundamental particular and having the 
support of the five Republicans and@ 
cne Democrat, Mr. Hitchcock of Ne- 
braska. The House bill will be reported 
perfunctorily without recommendation, 
and the two other bills will be embodied 
in the argumentative views of the two 
halves of the committee. 


What the Bills Provide. 


All three of the proposed bills contem- 
plate the issuance of a currency 5&e- 
cured by the prime commercial paper 
held by the banks of the country. Each 
roposes the establishment of reserve 
anks, which will issue the currency in 
exchange for commercial paper to the 
banks which will hold_ the reserves 
behind their deposits, mobilized for use 
in any emergency, and which will re- 
discount the paper held by banks in the 
system, thus keeping available always 
ample credit and currency for use to 
ward off financial crises. Each bill 
proposes to put the entire system under 
the control of a Federal Reserve Board, 
to be appointed by the President. 

Although agreeing as to the purposes 
to be accomplished by the proposed leg- 
islation, the three plans differ in almost 
every point in attempting to carry out 
these purposes. As it passed the House 
the Owen-Glass bill proposed the creation 
of twelve regional banks. The Demo- 
crats of the Senate committee cut that 
down to eight, the minimum number the 
President was willing to accept. The 
Republicans reduced the number to four, 
holding that the smaller number could 
concentrate more effectively the reserves 
of the country. 

The twelve regional banks proposed 
by the House bill would be owned by the 
banks, through compulsory subscription 
to the stock, and the banks would elect 
six of the nine Directors of each re- 
gional institution, This plan was re- 
tained by the Democrats of the Senate 
committee, although it was further pro- 
vided that if the banks did not furnish 
enough capital to run the system the 
stock might be sold to the public. 

On this point Senator Hitchcock and 
the Republicans departed from the Ad- 
ministration theory of creating a ‘‘ bank 
of banks’’ and materially changed the 
bill. They provided that the reserve 
banks’ capital should be subscribed by 
the public, the banks taking whatever 
part the public would not take, and that 
the Government, through 
Reserve Board, should appoint five of 
the nine directors of each regional bank. 
This was the proposition which split the 
Senate committee into two camps. 


National Bank Reserves Redaced, 


Each of the bills materially reduces 
the present reserve which national 
banks must hold against deposits. The 
House bill would fix the reserve at 12 
per cent. for country banks and 15 per 
cent. for banks in present reserve cities. 
These rates were retained by the Ad- 
ministration 
mittee, but the Republican wing cut 
down the reserves of the city banks to 
15 per cent.

gible for rediscount and as a basis for 
currency is commercial paper, based on 
actual merchandising transactions, ma- 
turing in not less than ninety days. This 
provision was retained by the Demo- 
crats in the Senate committee, but the 
Republicans broadened it materially. 
Under their bill_a part of the member 
banks’ rediscoufits may be made _ in 
paper maturing up to six months. The 
provision gives the advantage to banks 
With small capital, which have little so- 
called short-time paper. 

Under the House bill and the draft 
by the Senate committee Democrats, the 
regional bank Directors would have dis- 
cretion as to rediscounting for member 
banks without limit. In the Republican 
bill the right is given to each member 
bank to obtain rediscounts up to the full 
amount of its capital, and, under a tax, 
to twice that amount. 

The gold reserve to be held by_the re- 

onal banks in their vaults and in the 

reasury against the new circulation is 
fixed at 1-3 per cent. in both the 
House bill and the measure drawn_by 
the Senate committee Democrats. The 
Republican draft, however, provides for 
a 35 per cent. reserve, with a tax on re- 
serves beiow that figure down to a 
minimum of 25 per cent. The House Dill 
provided for redemption of the new 
notes in ‘‘ gold or lawful] money at 
the Treasury or at the reserve banks. 
The Owen amendment would make the 
notes redeemable in gold at the Treas- 
ury and gold or_lawful money at the 
banks, and the Republican draft pro- 
vides for a straight gold redemption in 
both instances. 


Loans on Farm Mortgages. 


Both the House bill and the Owen Dill 
would allow country banks to loan an 
one-year farm mortgages, The Repub- 
licans amended this to allow banks to 
loan one-third of their time deposits on 
five-year farm mortgages. 

The Republicans eliminated from the 
bill a provision which would have re- 
quired national banks to maintain sep- 
arate departments to handle savings ac- 
count business. Numerous other dif- 
ferences, principally on minor matters 
or relating to the language of the meas- 
ure, are apparent, 

To prevent a disturbance of financial 
conditions while bank reserves are be- 
ing shifted to the proposed new regional 
banks, the Owen bill would provide that 
| banks may deposit commercial paper and 
currency as part of their reserve, under 
certain conditions. The Hitchcock-Re- 

ublican bill would extend the life of 

he Aldrich-Vreeland Emergency law for 
another year. 

The Democratic Steering Committee 
| decided to meet to-morrow to arrange 
a programme for the debate, which prob- 
ably will begin early next week. The 
proeramin will be merely advisory, 

owever, for under the rules of the 

Senate there is no way to end debate 
except + f exhausting Senators. With 
three bills before the Senate, each of 
them with irreconcilable differences, it 
is certain that the debate will take a 
wide range and weeks will run into 
months before the final vote is reached.

PRINCETON, N. J., Nov. 20,—Repre- 
sentative Carter Glass defended the Ad- 
ministration currency bill in a speech 
here this evening. He said its object 
was to free the country of the tendency 


which money has at present to drift to 
New York, where it is used “‘ to gamble 
in the stock markets.”’ 

All bankers who thought that the 
Federal Reserve Board of six men to be 
| established at Washington would con- 
tain representatives of the banks, Mr. 
Glass said, were foredoomed to disap- 
ointment. He had been in favor of al- 
owing bank representation on the board, 
he said, until he and five bankers had a 
conference with President Wilson, who 
defied them to show him an instance of 
any Government board which included 
private representation. They were un- 
able to do so. 

As to the propésed division of the 
earnings of the Federal Reserve Banks, 
Mr. Glass defended the Administration 
schame on the basjs that the Govern- 
ment had to give the bankers some in- 
centive to earn money for the Govern- 
ment as well as for themselves, which 
would not be true if the measure gave 
to the bankers the first 60 per cent. 
flat of the earnings. ‘ 

The contention of Mr. Vanderlip that 
the money issue provided for by the bill 
was * Fiat Money” was characterized 
by Mr. Glass as foolish, inasmuch as it 
was based upon commercial assets, a 
paper issue, with a eas a of gold, 
the funds of the regional banks and 
the money of the stockholders—a back- 
ing much stronger than that of the 
present system. He added that one 
banker had told him yesterday that the 
backing was ‘‘ too good and ought to be 
lowered.”’ 

Mr. Glass eulogized President Wilson 
|and his Administration, and a sympa- 
| thetic audience applauded every mention 
| of the President’s name. 

While in Princeton Mr, Glass is being 
entertained by Edward L. Howe of the 
| Princeton Bank and Prof. George B. 

McClellan, former Mayor of New York

State Board Tentatively Approves 
Road’s Refinancing Plan. 


ALBANY, Nov. 20.—The execution of 
proposed mortgages, constituting the 
so-called ‘‘refinancing plan” of the 


New York Central & Hudson River 
Railroad Company, was approved to-day 
by the Second District Public Service 
Commission. 

It was pointed out, however, that ap- 
proval of the mortgages did not com- 
mit the commission to approval, In ad- 
vance, of the proposed consolidation of 
the Lake Shore, the Pittsburgh & Lake 
Erie, and the Michigan Central with 
the New York Central nor to the ex- 
change of the present 3% per cent. col- 
lateral bonds for 4 per cent. bonds ex- 
cept in case of such consolidation. 


The Central’s bankers said yesterday 
that in all probability advantage of the 
commission's consent to proceed with its 
financing plan will not be taken until 
early Spring. The Central has no early 
maturities to care for, and has no fur- 
ther security sales in view until next 
year. - 

To prepare the way for the absorption 
by the New York Central of the Lake 
Shore and other subsidiaries west of 
Buffalo the stockholders voted last Sum- 
mer to create two new mortgages, the 
first limited to $167,102,000 to cover the 
present property, and the second to be 
a refunding and improvement mortgage 


which would be a lien on the property 
covered by the first mortgage, and sec- 
ondary to it. The refunding and im 
provement mortgage is unlimited, excep 
for a provision that after $500,000,000 
in bonds have been issued under it no 
further bonds shall be sold except for 
refunding, or for not over 80 per cent. 
of the cost of work done or property 
acquired. It is Fen yan to issue all of 
the $167,102,000 4 per cent. bonds in_ex- 
change for Lake Shore & Mighigan Cen- 
tral 314 per cent. collaterals, now secured 
by the stock of those companies, of 
which 75 per cent. must be exchanged 
before a consolidation can be effected, 
and $57,000,000 of Central debentures. 

It is understood that the Central still 
lacks assents to several million dollars 
of these collaterals, but no special ef- 
fort has been made by the management 
to induce holders to make the exchange, 
and no trouble is anticipated in getting 
the requisite number of consents when 
the time arrives for putting through the 
plan. There has been no organized op- 
position to the exchange. 

Before the New York & Harlem can 
be incorporated into the system, how 
ever, the opposition of minority holders, 
represented thy a strong protective com- 
mittee, must be satisfied or overcome.

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‘WRS. HAVERTY WINS 
FIGHT WITH CABMEN 


She Has Her Guards Hire Public 
Hacks That Take Places 
of Her Taxicabs. 


DRIVERS WOULDN’T MOVE 


Lawyer for Cab Owner Threatens 
Criminal Proceedings Against 
Those Fighting His Client. 


Mrs. James T. Haverty, who has been 
fighting against striking chauffeurs to 
Operate her taxicabs, faced a new 
@anger yesterday, but she overcame it. 
Public hackmen tried to pre-empt the 
stands before the Belmont and Murray 
Hill Hotels, and they would have suc- 
ceeded but for a-ruse. Ordinarily the 
“Fighting Widow,’’ as some of the 
striking chauffeurs have named her, 
uses thirty or more cabs for the hotel 
trade. But during the last few days 
she has been able to send only from 


twelve to twenty to these stands. So 
the stands were deserted at intervals. 
The public hackmen took prompt ad- 
vantage of the opening and put their 
cabs in front of the hotel entrances. 

They stood there while Mrs. Haverty 
walked up and down on the pavement 
trying to think of some way of dispos- 
sessing them. Her lawyer, John W. 
Browne, applied for help to the Bureau 
of Licenses and to the police, but nel- 
ther would aid him. Then Mr. Browne 
applied to the Yorkville Police Court, 
where Magistrate Nolan issued sum- 
monses which were served on the hack- 
men. 
men to drive on, but they refused to 
go and dared the police to arrest them. 

Mr. Browne told Mrs. Haverty’s 
guards to get into the public cabs. This 
they did, one after another, until all 
of the cabs were occupied. The drivers 
were told to proceed to a point nearby. 
They saw through the ruse, but they 
dared not refuse to drive away. They 
raved in anger, but they drove away. 
AS soon as they disappeared Mrs. Hav- 
erty’s cabs, operated by non-union 
chauffeurs, took their places on the 
stands. hen the public hackmen came 
back they made threats, but they had 
lost the fight. Finally they submitted 
and went back to their old and more 
obscure stands. 

The men-on whom the summonses 
Were served were in the police court 
yesterday morning. The matter was ad- 
journed until this morning. Magistrate 
Nolan wanted the matter to go over un- 
til Nov. 28, but Mr. Browne insisted 
upon 4 speedy settlement of the contro- 
versy. Mr. Browne said last night: 

“Mrs. Haverty has thirty-two cabs 
running, and so far as her business is 
concerned we have won the fight. But 
I intend punishing the men who have so 
wantonly attacked her. I believe I 
can also prove that there has been a 
conspiracy to ruin Mrs. Haverty. These 
matters will be threshed out in criminal 
proceedings. I shall take action in the 
matter within a few days.” 

It is expected that Mr. Browne will 
consult With District Attorney Whit- 
man and turn over to him the proof he 
has collected against the men who have 
been fighting his client. He said that 
he was sure a Grand Jury investigation 
would result-in indictments. 


FLORIDA LAND MEN HELD. 


Eight Officials of Everglades Com- 
pany Indicted in Kansas City. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 20.—Hight 
officials and agents of the Florida Fruit 
Lands Company were indicted by the 
Federal Grang Jury here to-day on a 
charge of conspiracy to use the mails to 
defraud in connection with the sale of 
180,000 acres of land in the Evergiades 
district of Florida. 
Those named in 
Richard J. Bolles, 
George A. Paddock, Chicago; Jesse L. 
Billingsly, Jacksonville, Fla., and John 
Mathews, R. J. Martin, J. H. Horders, 
Edward C, Chambers and A. D. Hart of 
Kansas City. Each man was indicted on 

twenty-one counts. 

The Florida Fruit Lands Company, 
organized four years ago by R. J. 
Bolles, is said to control’ nearly 600,000 
acres of land in the Everglades. It was 
alleged that a tract of 180,000 acres 
was placed in the hands of Martin and 
Bordeis's, sales agents in Kansas City, 
and sold by them in small tracts to 12,- 
000 persons, mostly in Kansas City and 
adjoining territory. 

The Grand Jury investigation was de- 
manded by small purchasers who were 
dissatisfieq with drainage conditions on 
their tracts. It was said that more than 
$2,000,000 was involved in the sales 
contracts and that more than $700,000 
was paid to the company. 

Some of the purchasers said 
tracts were entirely under water, 
could be reached only by boat. 
pany agents asserted that the State of 
Florida was under contract to drain the 
land, and that canals soon were to be 
dug and the land put in condition for 
cultivation.

FOR WATER POWER CONTROL 


National Conservation Congress De- 
nounces Private Monopoly. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—Monopolis- 
tic control of water power in private 
hands was denounced, with a declara- 


tion that no water power rights owned 
by the public ver should be removed 
from public ownership, by the National 
Conservation Congress, which adjourned 
here late to-day. 

This climax of the water power fight 
which had agitated the congress for 
several days came after the Committee 
on Resolutions, to which had been re- 
ferred divergent reports from the Wa- 
terways Committee, submitted that the 
matter had been taken from its hands 
by action of the convention yesterday 
in adopting general principles upon 
which the Waterways Committee 
agreed.

“Instead of giving land grants in 
Alaska to railroad companies to build 
the railroads,’’ said Secretary Lane, 
‘the Government ought to build the
